Day Strike Notice Is 
Corp. 


DETROIT, April 12 (AP)—Gen- 


,,}eral Motors Corp. offered the 


CIO’s United Auto Workers a 10’ 
cents an hour “cost of living” in- 
crease today and promised to talk 
wages with the union again in 


August. 

At almost the same moment the 
union announced a 30-day strike 
notice had been filed against 


Chrysler Corp., where it said wage 
negotiations have made no prog- 
ress. 

From both General Motors and 
Chrysler the UAW-CIO has de- 
manded a 23% cents an hour in- 
crease. The union opened nego- 
tiations with General Motors 
Thuraday. 

The eral Motors offer, which 
is extended to 265,000 production 
workers, was described by UAW 
President Walter P. Rbuther as 
a “feeler advanced for bargaining 
purposes,” 

Reuther said in Washington the 
offer was too little to meet in- 
creased living costs. He did not, 
however, turn it down, asserting 
it would be “presented to the Gen- 
eral Motors workers.” 

Not Enough, Says UEW Man. 

On the other hand Ryssell .Nix- 
on, Washington repr tative of 
the CIO United Electrical Work- 
ers in General Motors, which got 
the same 10 cents an hour offer, 
said his union would reject it as 
“insufficient and unsatisfactory.” 
The UEW in General Motors has 
far fewer members than the UAW. 
The offer was made also to the 
United Rubber Workers. 

The 30-day strike notice at 
Chrysler, filed in behalf of 75,000 
workers, came after intermittent 
wage negotiations since last Oc- 
tober. In this time, the UAW- 
Chrysler contract has been thrice 
extended and now runs until April

~ Call for Lower Food Prices 


A 3cent rise in the retail price 
of bread, effective tomorrow, was 
announced here last night by the 
General Baking Co., and other 
wholesalers as well as small bak- 
eries were expected to follow suit. 
The wholesale price of Bond bread 
will rise 2 cents a loaf tomorrow. 
The retail price of the small loaf 


|will rise from 12 to 15 cents and 


the price of the large loaf from 
15 to 18 cents. 

Meanwhile, in Chicago, the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Gro- 
cers informed President Truman

A spokesman for the General 
Baking Co. said the rise in bread 
prices was due to increased cost 
of ingredients—flour, sugar, short- 
ening, malt and milk. He pointed 
out that retail bread prices have 
been increased recently in many 
cities, 

Albert C. Hauser, president of 
the Master Bakers’ Association 
here, said retailers have not raised 
prices because “we haven't got 
imto that $9 flour yet.” Another 
spokesman for small bakeries pre- 
dicted the high cost of flour would 
cause al] retailers and whole- 
salers here to raise bread prices 
very quickly. 

Prices of some frozen foods 
have been cut drastically here in 
the past two weeks to stimulate 
sales, Sam Brown, president of 
Bonnee Frozen Foods Co., said, 
Peaches and apricots have been 
reduced from 34 ‘to 19 cents a 
pound, mixed vegetables from 31 
to 19 cents, peas from 30 to 19

A morning threat of rain 
cleared away and the day was 
warm and sunny when the out- 
door program was held, 

Mrs. Roosevelt Visits Grave. 


Shortly before noon Mrs. Roose- 
velt, dressed in black and at- 
tended only by George A. Palmer, 
administrator of the historic site, 
walked through the century-old 
hemlock wedge that encircles the 
rose garden and placed flowers on 
her husband’s grave. 

President Truman's wreath was 
placed on the grave this morning. 

Some persons cried openly today 
at the grave site. Others bent 
their heads in prayer. 

Speaking to the nation as well 
as the assemblage here by radio, 
Truman said that uppermost in 
his mind in remembering his _pre- 
decessor was “that he brought 
hope and courage to despairing 
hearts when fear was destroying 
the faith of the people—and that 
through the most terrible war in 
history he remained the symbol of 
fortitude, justice and humanity.”

WALLACE SAYS 
PEPPER MAY HEAD

Charges U.S. Leaders Are 
Taking Road of Imper- 
ialism, Do Not Think 
Peace Possible. 


MANCHESTER, England, April 
12—Henry A. Wallace renewed a 
slashing attack today on Presi- 
dent Truman’s proposal to aid 
Turkey and Greece, declaring it 
was a commitment “to rush tothe 
aid of every dictator who hoisted 


the anti-Communist skull and 
bones.” 

The United States, the former 
Vice-President charged, was being 
directed along a road of “ruth- 
less imperialism” reaching from 
China to the eastern Mediter- 
ranean and from pole to pole, 

Speaking in this Midland’s in- 
dustrial center on the second an- 
niversary of the death of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Wallace said “25,- 
000,000 Americans who voted for 
Roosevelt still live and work in 
America,” but “progressive forces” 
are left leaderless and divided. 


“These men, I suppose, remem- 
ber that 20,000,000 Russians gave 
their lives to defeat a fascist dic- 
tatorship,” Wallace said, “yet they 
believe that fascism and Commu- 
nism are similar evils. 

“Today the Government and 
Congress of the United States are 
controlled by men who believe 
that in a world in which capital- 
ism and Communism live side by 
side, there is little hope for 
peace, ... 

“They believe that the United 
Nations is dogmed to insignifi- 
cance, They believe Communism 
threatens the world and, must be 
stopped by the power of American 
material and arms.” 

Later, at Freckleton, scene of 
one of England’s major war trag- 
edies where an American bomber 
fell on a crowded school in 1944 
and killed 38 children, Wallace 
said he hoped the world never 
again would see “so many bomb- 
ers in the air that one could find 
no place to lagd except on the 
next generation.” 

On Third Party. 

At Stoke-on-Trent Wallace said 
that “in all probability” he would 
not lead a third party movement 
in the United States. But he added 
that Senator Claude Pepper, Flor- 
ida Democrat, might. 

“He is a very fine liberal Sena- 
tor,” Wallace told a local United 
Nations organization, 

In answer to a question from 
the audience as to whether he 
would be a third party nominee 
for the presidency in 1948, he said 
the election laws of the various

e Congréssional official told 
a reporter that he, too, intends to 
propose that the President take 
some action on Wallace after Tru- 
man returns tomorrow from visit- 
ing his mother in Missouri. 

There has been discussion in 
Congressional circles of the pos- 
sibility that Truman might cancel 
Wallace's passport and thus cut 
short his trip, but Democrats and 
Republicans alike counseled 
against any such action, 

If Truman speaks out against 
the statements of his former cab- 
inet member, it would be for the 
second time. When Wallace last 
fall criticized what he termed the 
“get-tough-with-Russia” policy of 
former Secretary of State Byrnes, 
Truman issued a statement back- 
ing Byrnes and ousted Wallace as 
Secretary of Commerce. 

Vandenberg was described by 
colleagues who attended a confer- 
ence of Republican Senators 4s 
“seething” with indignation that 
Wallace had been permitted to 
make open attacks abroad on the 
Greek-Turkey program thout 
any White House answer. 

Others Are Critical. 

Other Senators of both parties 
also assailed Wallace's activities 
overseas. 


“T don’t know what he ig up to,” 
said Senator Fulbright (Dem.), 
Arkansas. “His speech sounded 
just as though it had been writ- 
ten in the Kremlin.” 

Senator Robertson (Rep.), Wy- 
oming, commented: “I think it is 
a hell of a situation when a man 
has held high office in this coun- 
try goes ot another country and 
tries to persuade them against the 
policy of his own country.” 

Senator Moore (Rep.), Okla 
homa, declared President Truman 
should repudiate Wallace as a 
man who “does not speak for any- 
one except the Communistic rab- 
, to which he has attached him- 
self.” é 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee remarked that Wallace's atti- 
tude is “most hurtful to the pur- 
poses and policies of our coun- 
try.”

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CENTRALIA DISASTER REVIEWED; MEASURES FOR FUTURE 


Need Indicated for Stricter 
State and Federal Enforcement, 
Civil Service for Inspectors 


Investigations Demonstrate Prompt and Vig- 
orous Action Is Needed to Prevent Future 
Explosions Such as One Which Took 111 


SAFETY 


Lives.

REVIEW of circumstances surrounding the Centralia 
mine disaster and revelations of subsequent state and 
federal investigations clearly indicate that prompt and 
vigorous action is needed to prevent similar tragedies in the 


future. 


State mine inspection must be taken out of politics and 
safety regulations rigidly enforced. All mine inspectors must 
be put under civil service; when inspectors are political ap- 
pointees they risk losing their jobs for doing their duty, while, 
if they are under civil service, they are fjred only if they fail 
to do their duty. Enforcement teeth must be provided for 


federal mine safety inspection. 


Both Congress and the Illinois Legislature are considering 
these and other measures to strengthen mine safety laws. Fol- 
lowing are the facts on which such considerations are based. 


How Centralia Mine 
Accident Occurred. 


For 40 years the earth had 
yielded a rich deposit of bitumi- 
nous (soft) coal at the Centralia 
Coal Co. Mine No. 5 at Wamac, 
Ill, about three miles south of 
Centralia. Miners got at the seam 
by descending a single shaft for 
540 feet, then working in a series 
of passages extending up to three 
and a half miles in either direc- 
tion from the main underground 


road. 

At 3:27 p.m., March 25, just as 
the 142 men in the mine were 
preparing to leave the pit at the 
end of their shift an explosion 
occurred. As a result, 111 of these 
died. Only 31, most of whom hap- 
pened to be near the shaft, sur- 
vived. 

“T heard’ a ‘whoosh,’” one of 
the survivors said later. “There 
was a puff of smoke,” reported 
another. Still others described “a 
rush of dust.” | 

When rescue crews, wearing 
oxygen masks and carrying flasks 
of oxygen on their backs, finally 
penetrated to the deep interior of 
the mine, they found a mighty 
force had been there. Mine rail- 
road cars had been toppled, sup- 
porting timbers smashed and 
heavy machinery crushed. 

Some of the dead apparently 
had been caught in the explosion. 
Others died slowly in the bad air 
in its wake, living long: ‘enough 
to pencil notes to their ‘wives. 
“Tf I don’t make it, please do the 
best you can and always remem- 
ber and love me...” While fu- 
neral processions passed through 
the little towns where the miners 
had lived, investigations of the dis- 


aster began. 


Coal dust was unusually thick 
inside the mine. It lay on the 
roads and filled the air. Coal 
dust flew fram the power mining

machinery; the mine was very dry. 
Coal dust and air is an explosive 
mixture in certain proportions. 

Blasting operations in the mine 
did not always conform to safety 
standards. JBlasting was done 
while the miners were still in the 
mine, instead of between shifts, 
when only the men handling ex- 
plosives would be endangere 

There were human failures 
among the miners themselves. 
They used open-flame lamps on 
their caps, because they were 
lighter and more convenient than 
electric safety lamps. They smoked 
cigarettes as they worked. 

using electric power in the 
mine adequate precautions were 
not always taken to avoid sparks. 
. There were many possible sources 
of ignition for the explosion. 

Out of the facts he could dis- 
cover on an examination of the 
mine after the blast and out of 
his own knowledge of the mine, 
Driscoll Scanlan, state mine in- 
spector who had tried to avoid 
just such a disaster at Mine No. 
5, constructed a theory of what 
probably happened, finally, to 
cause the deaths of 111 men. Sev- 
eral other mining experts agreed 
with him, although none could say 
positively what had occurred; eye- 
witnesses were all dead. 

Some time before the disaster 
Scanlan had caught a miner using 
coal dust as a tamping material, 
to pile on top of the blasting 
charge, holding it in place. This 
was a dangerous violation of mine 
safety rules, which specified that 
clay or other non-combustible ma- 
terial must used. Scanlan 
cracked down and the man was 
fired. 

After the disaster, however, 
Scanian again found evidence 
that coal dust had been used as 
a tamping material. He also 
found that a larger quantity of 
blasting powder was being used 
in a single charge than should 
have used. 

He reasoned, therefore, that an 
overloaded charge, tamped with 
coal dust, may have resulted in a 
flash of fire that ignited the coal 
dust in the air—causing the dust 
——— that swept through the 

ne. 


Known Violations of 
Safety Regulations. 


No one connected with the op-| 
erations or safety enforcement in 
Mine No. 5 could plead ignorance 
of the fact that hazardous condi- 
tions, long neglected, had been in- 
viting such a tragedy for some 
years.

| These included warnings that ex- 


cessive coal dust constituted an 
explosion hazard, and recommen- 
dations that water spray equip- 
ment be used to keep down the 
dust around the power cutting 
machinery and that rock dust be 
spread adequately to reduce the 
danger of dust explosion. Rock 
dust, mixing with the coal dust, 
reduces the percentage of explo- 
sive material in the air. 


Scanlan noted many other safety 
violations in the mine, including 
bad ventilation, the danger of 
electric sparks, dirty mine roads 
and other conditions possibly con- 
tributing to the disaster which did 
occur. 


State and federal mine inspec- 
tors did not agree on the question 
of gas in the mine. State inspec- 
tors, using a safety lamp that 
burned with a blue cap on a yellow 
flame if a dangerous quantity of 
methane gas were present, classi- 
fied the mine as non-gaseous. 
Federal inspectors, making labora- 
tory tests of air samples, differed 
with the state inspectors when 
they found more than .25 per cent 
of methane gas and classified the 
mine as dangerous. 

United States Bureau of Mines 
inspectors last November found 
that 60 articles of the federal 
mine safety code were being vio- 
lated in the mine. March 20, five 
days before the disaster, another 
federal inspection determined that 
about 51 articles of the safety code 
still were being violated. 

. Violations found by federal in- 
spectors included those meritioned 
by Scanlan’s reports and others. 
Federal inspectors found that ex- 
plosives were being handled im- 
properly and were being fired with 
fuses rather than electric detona- 
tors. Tests for gases in the mine 
were found to be inadequate. Use 
of open-flame lamps on miners’ 


|;caps and the striking of matches 


by miners was criticized. 

The miners in Mine No. 5 them- 
selves brought these hazards to 
the attention of the highest state 
and federal authorities. In March, 
1946, four miners sent a letter to 
Gov. Dwight H. Green of Illinois, 
oe that he “save our lives” 

y poten gg Hewat regulations. 

A month before the disaster the 
union safety committee at the 
mine sent a letter to Navy Capt. 
N. H. Collisson, federal coa' mine 
administrator, pointing to safety 
hazards, including the excessive 
quantities of coal dust in the 
mine. 

Repeated complaints were made 
by local union leaders to the mine 
management, and as often ignored. 
Most of the men who had com- 
plained to Gov. Green, to Capt. 


Collisson and to the mine man-‘ 


ement died in the explosion 
ch 25. 

The Centralia Coal Co. is asso- 
ciated, through interlocking di- 
rectors and officers, with the Bell 
& Zoller sales organization and 
the $1,000,000 Bell & Zoller Coal & 
Mining Co. both having head- 
quarters in Chicago. Herbert E. 
Bell, 80 years old and living in 
Pasadena, Calif., is founder and 
chief figure in this mining group. 
He said he felt a “personal re- 
sponsibility” for payment of 
miners’ claims arising out of the 
tragedy. 

Homer F. McDonald is presi- 
dent of the Centralia Coal Co., 
but William P. Young, vice presi- 
dent of that firm and president 
of the Bell & Zoller “parent” 
firm, is operating head. Young 
has taken full responsibility for 
conditions in the mine and stated 
that he knew all safety regula- 
tions were not being complied 
with. 

Under Young, managers at the 
mine site had limited powers. 
William H. Brown, underground 
foreman, said he knew dust was 
a hazard, but that safety condi- 
tions were not corrected because 
ee would cost too 
much, 


How State Failed 
To Enforce Lews. 


State mining inspectors have the 
legal power to close an unsafe 
mine. Scanlan was the inspector 
assigned to the-Centralia mine. 

However, Scanlan said he had 
tried in vain to get the Illinois 
State Department of Mines and 


{| Minerals to back him in an effort 


to close the mine. If he had closed 
it on his own authority he said he 
feared for his job, since he was 
not under civil service. Scanlan 
said the Department of Mines, 
after firing him, simply would 
have reopened the mine. 

The story of state responsibility 
for the disaster is sordid and com- 
plex. It begins at the top, with 
Gov, Green, who did not act on 
the miners’ plea, and who had 
directed the Department of Mines 
to collect a quota of $25,000 as a 
political “lug” from mine owners,

for use in the Republican mayor- 
alty campaign in Chicago. 


Facts about the “lug” had been 
disclosed by the Post-Dispatch ex- 
clusively six days before the Cen- 
tralia disaster. Later, Robert M. 
Medill, director of the Department 
of Mines, admitted that inspectors 
under him had solicited mine own- 
ers for political contributions. 
Scanlan had refused to participate 
in this venture, 


Scanian said he pleaded with 
Medill to allow him to close the 
Centralia mine, because he feared 
a dust explosion would occur there. 
Scanlan said Medill replied that 
“we'll just have to take that 
chance” and refused to close the 
mine. Medill, followingg the dis- 
aster, resigned as director of the 
Department of Mines, under fire. 


Meanwhile, only one miner who 
had signed the “save- our lives” 
letter to Gov. Green survived the 
disaster. He was William E. Rowe- 
kamp, recording secretary of the 
local United Mine Workers union 
at Centralia, 


Dated March 3, 1946, the letter 
was read first by John William 
Chapman, secretary to Gov. Green. 
Chapman forwarded the letter to 
Medill, he said, with the notation 
that “the Governor may be sub- 
ject to very severe criticism” if 
an accident should occur in the 
Centralia mine, due to unsafe con- 
ditions of which the miners com- 
plained. 


Medill. however, replied that “the 
complaint sounds a good deal 
worse than it really is,” and took 
no action. A special investigation 
committee, serving under Medill’s 
department, already had _ over- 
ruled Scanlan’s recommendations 
that severe enforcement measures 
be taken against the mine oper- 
ators. 


Gov. Green said he was in Filor- 
ida on a vacation when the “save 
our lives” letter came into his 
office, and did not see it. The 
miners who signed the letter, how- 
ever, received a reply over Green's 
name, stating their complaint 
would be taken up with the State 
Mining Board. Members of that 
board later said the miners’ letter 
Ever was brought to their atten- 
tion. 

As far back as December 1945, 
miners at Centralia had tried to 
get mine managers removed for 
failure to enforce safety measures 
and had been turned down by the 
State Department of Mines. The 
failure of mine owners and their 
managers to correct safety hazards 
was followed by the failure of the 
State of Illinois to enforce such 
corrections. 

The share of the United States 
Government in responsibility for 
mine safety grows out of the Gov- 
ernment seizure of the mines in 
May 1946, and their operation un- 
der the Krug-Lewis agreement, 
and out of the inspection service 
of the Federal Bureau of Mines, 
which is much older than the 
agreement. Bureau of Mines in- 
spectors long had checked safety 
violations in mines, but before last 
May their recommendations had 
no teeth. 

When the Government seized the 
mines, following a United Mine 
Workers strike, a new mine safety 
code was drawn up. It became a 
part of the agreement between 
John L. Lewis, UMWA head, and 
Secretary of the Interior Julius A. 
Krug. 

For the first time, under that 
code recommendations of Bureau 
of Mine inspectors couldqbe en- 
forced. Coal] Administrator Collis- 
son had the power to remove a 
mine manager who refused to com- 
ply with the safety code. This en- 
forcement weapon was not used 
against the’ operators of the Cen- 
tralia mine, despite the great num- 
ber of violations found by the 
Bureau of Mines inspectors and 
despite the letter written to Capt. 
Collisson by the miners them- 
selves, asking that mine safety be 
enforced. 


Government seizure of the 
mines, however, was a temporary 
measure. Management remained 
in the hands of the same men who 
had operated the mines before 
Government seizure. No perma- 


to federal mine safety inspection 
has yet been set up. 


Krug Says Union 
Failed to Co-operate. 


Secretary Krug has declared 
that union safety committees also 
had power, under the Krug-Lewis 
agreement, to close a mine where 
safety hazards constituted an “im- 
minent danger.” He charged Lewis 
and the union with failure to co- 
operate in enforcing mine safety. 


Union spokesmen replied that 
when they had attempted to use 
this weapon to enforce mine safe- 
ty, Capt, Collisson had, in effect, 


branded their action a strike, in 
violation of the Federal Court in- 


junction. Blame for the Centralia 
disaster rested comfortably on no 
one’s shoulders. 


Inquiries Started 
After the Disaster. 


Through this maze of divided 
responsibility several separate in- 
vestigations have attempted to 
thread their way. The most thor- 
ough of these has been conducted 
by a three-man United States Sen- 
ate Public Lands Committee sub- 
committee, headed by Senator 
Guy Cordon (Rep.), Oregon, which 
held hearings: first in Centralia, 
then in Washington. 

The United States Bureau of 
Mines is making its own investi- 
gation. A Washington county 
(Ill.) grand jury investigation has 
been ordered. A joint committee 
of the Illinois Legislature also is 
investigating the disaster. 


So far the only investigating 
group to make a report is the 
fact-finding commission appointed 
by Gov. Green. This commission 
held hearings both at Centralia 
and at Springfield. 

Its report stated the disaster 
was due to a coal dust explosion 
of unknown origin. It recom- 
mended civil service status for 
state inspectors, more frequent in- 
spections, filing of inspection re- 
ports with the county circuit 
clerks, so such reports could be 
available to interested persons, 
and enactment of more rigid 
safety laws. 

Primary responsibility for the 
failure to correct safety hazards 
was placed on the mine operators, 
in the report by the Governor's 
commission. Failuré of mine op- 
erators to rock-dust the mine 
properly and the poor mine ven- 
tilation, “a contributing factor” in 
the disaster, were criticized se- 
verely. 

Responsibility for non-enforce- 
ment of mine saféty regulations 
also was placed on Scanlan and 
on the Department of Mines and 
Minerals. The commission de- 
clared Scanlan should have closed 
the mine, even at the cost of his 
job, although it also praised Scan- 
lan for his ability as a mine in- 
spector and for his devotion to 
duty. 

The commission’s report was 
notable in that it did not name 
either Gov. Green or Medill. Com- 
mission members had been named 
by Green. The report also failed 
to place responsibility on the Fed- 
eral Government, the miners or 
their union. 


Krug-Lewis Feud 
Out in the Open. 


Till feeling between Secretary 
Krug and Lewis is old and bitter. 
It has not improved as a result 
of the Centralia disaster. 


Behind the Krug-Lewis feud is a 
struggle for power. Lewis, vain, 
ambitious and able, has made 
some wild ‘swings with his per- 
sonal power in the past. Generally, 
however, he has not failed to re- 
member the source of his pres- 
tige—the confidence of 400,000 
miners. 


In the coal crisis last year, lead- 
ing up to the court injunction 
against Lewis and the union, he 
might challenge the very authority 
of the United States Government 
—but he did not forget to have 
@ new mine safety code incor- 
porated in the Krug-Lewis agree- 
ment, nor to have responsibility 
for its enforcement placed on the 
Mines Administrator, under Krug. 

“Krug,” thundered Lewis, after 
the Centralia disaster, “should be 
removed from office—for cause.” 
He called the mines “Krug’s 
slaughterhouses.” 

Krug, more circumspect, re- 
membered ‘his former battles of 
words with Lewis and countered 
carefully. “I am informed through 
my field organization,” he said, 
“that in many instances union

The Secretary of the Interior 
also charged that Centralia mine 
operators had given his office 
“misleading” reports, But.

Lewis, meanwhile, had  pro- 
claimed a six-day “memorial holi- 
day” in honor of the Centralia 
dead; miners all over the nation 
stopped work beginning April 1.

clared that mines should be cer- 
tified by federal inspectors as safe 
before the men returned to work. 
Most miners took the hint and 
stayed out of the mines after the 
period of mourning was over. 

Krug, on the basis of, previous 
federal inspections, might have 
given the mines under his control 
a blanket certification of safety. 
In ‘the event of future disasters, 
however, this would have placed 
responsibility even more squarely 
on his shoulders. The Secretary 
of the Interior contented himself 
with another cautious public 
statement. 


It would take “months,” he said, 
for federal inspectors to complete 
inspection of all the seized mines, 
Furthermore, he said, a good in- 
spection could be made only while 
the mines were in operation, 

“We concluded, therefore,” said 
Krug, “that motives other than a 
concern for safety must have led 
to this request’”—by Lewis, for re- 
inspection of the mines before 
miners returned to the pits—“and 
Capt. Collisson rejected it at once.” 
Krug did not, however, order the 
miners summarily back into the 
pits, 

Said Krug: “I am giad to say 
that many of the miners have not 
in fact followed this arbitrary re- 


quirement of federal re-inspection 
as a condition to reopening any 
mine.” 

Industry, however, ‘was forced 
to limp along on inadequate coal 
supplies as the “safety strike” con- 
tinued. Bureau of Mines officials 
said that they had only 171 inspec- 
tors available and that it would 
take each inspector an average of 
three days to inspect each of the 
mines under federal seizure. 

Thus the whole job might take 
two months and for that long the 
stoppage might continue, but with 
diminishing force, as more and 
more mines were declared safe. 

Since each mine union local was 
left to decide for itself when it 
would return to work, however, 
it appeared likely that the stop- 
page would be of short duration. 
A real effort toward mine safety 
on the part of mine owners was 
believed to be capable of convinc- 
ing many miners that they should 
return to work before the federal 
re-inspection had been completed. 

John L. Lewis, however, had 
achieved, in effect, the strike set 
for April 1l‘that he had been 
forced by court action to aban- 
don. 


Coal Mining in U.S. 
a Hazardous Job 


The fundamental fact on which 
Lewis was trading is that mining 
coal is a dangerous occupation. 
The death rate in coal mining in 
the United States is about seven 
times as high as for American in- 
dustry generally. 

Attention to mine safety pro- 
grams has cut the number of 
deaths in this occupation from 
5.32 per 1,000,000 tons of coal 
mined in 1910 to 1.64 last year. 
Most mine deaths are not in major 
disasters, but in minor accidents 
—falling slate, a crash of an under- 
ground railroad car or a localized 
blasting accident. 

The United States. however, has 
not done as well as many other

nations in preventing mine acci- 
dents. An American miner runs 
a higher risk than the miners of 
any of the major coal producing 
countries, International Labor Of- 
fice figures show. A miner in Ger- 
many, Poland, Great Britain, 
France or Belgium has a better 
chance to survive than an Ameri- 
can miner. Figures for the Soviet 
Union are not available. ; 

The world over, however, mining 
coal generally causes about .5000 
deaths a year. Since 1900, 250,000 
miners have lost their lives dig- 
ging the world’s coal and 17,000,000 
have been injured, 


Illinois mine safety laws already 
contain teeth—the power of in- 
spectors and the Department of 
Mines to close unsafe mines, Mine 
inspectors feared to use the teeth 
in the law because they did not 
— the protection of civil serv- 
ce, 

This protection has been pro- 
posed by the Governor’s fact-find- 
ing commission, and must be en- 
acted into law before state mine 
safety regulations can be effective. 


The fIllinois Department of 
Mines and Minerals had been rid- 
dled with politics, even to the 
point of being used as a collection 
agency for political funds. Vari- 
ous suggestions have been ad- 
vanced for improving this condi- 
tion, but probably none will serve 
as a substitute for good faith on 
the part of the state administra- 
tion, 

It Is imperative, however, that 
permanent machinery be set up to 
enforce the recommendations of 
United States Bureau of Mines in- 
spectors. Lewis has demanded, 
and several members of both 
houses of Congress have suggest-

ed, that federal inspectors be giv- 
en power to close unsafe mines. 
Without that power, federal in- 
spection will become meaningless, 
again, as soon as Government seiz- 
ure ends and the power of the 
Mines Administrator to remove 
mine managers ceases, 


So long as public opinion re- 
mains aroused mine safety will be 
enforced under present laws, both 
state and federal. People forget, 
however, and unless new and more 
rigid laws are enacted new mine 
disasters are bound to occur. Civil 
service status for state inspectors 
and new teeth for federal] inspec- 
tion can put into permanent form 
the force of public opinion aroused 
by the Centralia disaster. 


Funds for Victims’ 
Widows and Children 


Nothing will bring back the 111 
miners who died at Centralia. 
Wives and children of the men 
who died there, however, will re- 
ceive a variety of benefits, some 
public and some in the nature of 
special gifts. 


Under the Illinois Workmen's 
Compensation Act, dependents of 
men killed in the mine will reecive 
from $4800 to $6600 a family. Each 
family will receive about another 
$1000 from the special union wel- 
fare fund set up through payment 
of a 5-cent royalty on each ton 
of coal dug, under the Krug-Lewis 
agreement, 


The United Mine Workers pro- 
vided a grant of $100 for each 
family. Another $100 a family 
was donated by Mrs. Emmons Mc- 
Cormick Blaine of Chicago. A 
fund collected by the Mayor of 
Centralia has reached $36,000 and 


still is growing. This is to be 


used for emergency needs of the 
families of the mine victims. 

This probably will not be the 
end of benefits. Lewis has de- 
manded that the union’s $710,000 
contempt of court fine be used for 
the benefit of the Centralia fami- 
lies and the families of victims of 
the Straight Creek, Ky., mine dis- 
aster in 1945. In addition, bilis 
have been introduced in the Ili- 
nois Legislature providing special 
awards up to $5000 for each fam- 
ily.

Prosecution for the lesser of- 
fense would be relatively simple, 
Hohlt said, but would be more dif- 
ficult in the case of the man- 
slaughter charge. He indicated 
that prosecution most likely would 
center on mine owners and exec 
utives.

WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP) 
~The House will debate next 
week a bill to restrict strikes and 
unions, which its Labor Commit- 
tee approved 18 to 4 today. 

In the Senate, where the Labor 
Committee is half way through a 
bill, Republicans looked over the 
measure in e party conference 
and voted 21 to 7 to support one 
bill rather than several, even at 
the risk of a presidential veto. 

A* both ends, of the capitol, 
many Democrats are lining up 
with Republicans behind labor 
legislation. Three southern Demo- 
crats teamed in the House Labor 
Committee to vote with 15 Repub- 
licans against four northern Demo- 
crats. 

That lineuj may set the skir- 
mish lines for the floor fight. The 
House bill goes to the floor Tues- 
day and passage by Friday is vir- 
tually certain. 

Both Senate and House bills 
seek to check major strikes, like 
the telephone tie-up, which affect 
the whole nation. 

Industry Bargain Curb. 

The House bill, and the Senate 
‘measure in its tentative form, 
would curb collective bargaining 
by unions with an entire industry. 

Both would bar the closed shop 
but permit the union shop in some 
form. ‘ : 

The closed shop compels the em- 
ployer to hire only union workers. 
The union shop lets him hire any- 


one, but the new employe must * 


join a union. Labor organizations 
have far more union shop than 
closed shop contracts, Representa- 
tive Hartley (Rep.), New Jersey, 
chairman of the House Labor 
Committee, said an amendment 
may be offered on the floor to 
outlaw the union shop too. 

“There is a serious question in 
my mind,” he told _ reporters, 
“whether we can hold our lines 
against that on the floor.” 

Yet he predicted the bill would 
sail through the House with no 
great changes. 


Industry Contract Bar. 

The Senate labor committee has 
mot reached the part of its bill 
dealing with industry-wide bar- 
gaining. It expects to complete 
its work Monday. 

The House provision on that 
point, Hartley said, would break 
most national and international 
unions down to the size of local 
unions for individual companies. 

And, he said, the bill would put 
heavy penalties on John L. Lewis 
and his United Mine Workers if 
they decide again to follow their 
traditional policy of “no contract, 
no work.”

Difficult Music Handled With 
Pleasing Effect—Orchestra 


From St. Louis Symphony.

The Opera Workshop of the St. 
Louis Opera Guild, which was 
organized at the beginning of the 
musical season, gave the first of 
its productions last night at the 


the a@irt¢tion of Stanley Chapple. 
It was in every respect an auspi- 
cious start and a striking re- 
affirmation of the fact that opera 
in the vernacular opens up pos- 
sibilities to the audience that are 
forever closed to the more exotic 
and deluxe form. 

The two productions which were 
used to introduce the new venture 
were Gian-Carlo Menotti’s “Old 
Maid and the Thief” and “The 
Shepherds of the Delectable 
Mountains” by Vaughan Williams. 
The latter was scarcely more 
than an oratoric in costume but 
the music, which was mystical 
in spirit and constructed along 
model lines, was an uninterrupted 
web of atmospheric sound. The 
cast of six principals performed 
very creditably, the production as 


effect on the listener was con- 
sistent and sustained. 

The faster action afid the topi- 
cal theme gave.the Menotti opera 
a much higher theatrical interest. 
It was im fact a crisp, satirical 
comedy and it achieved this status 
through the skillful interpenetra- 
tion of musical and dramatic 
values. The humorous effect of 
the dialogue proved, first of all, 
that an operatic theme doesf't 
have to be remote from contempo- 
rary, everyday life in order to be 
siutable for musical expression. 
It also showed that dialogue, 
which might sound flat if stand- 
ing alone could be given the polish 
of wit when pointed up by a skill- 
ful orchestral commentary. ‘ 

Menotti’s style r'ns more to wit 
than to lyricism, but in this score 
he did provide two fairly juicy 


arias, one sung by Gay English 
who played the role of Letitia, th 
maid, and the other by the mal. 
lead Edward Mutto. Both thes 
young singers had fresh, pleasin; 
voices which they handled wel 
The two other members of th 
cast, Janet Hagen and, Jud: 
Baumgarten, who were the tw 
gossiping old maids, also projecte: 
some very difficult music wit! 
vocally pleasing, effect, with pre 
cision and excellent diction. On 
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the dramatic side they showed on 
alert responsiveness to the comedy 
situations, 

All in all, the showing of per- 
sonnel of both operettas was 
iighly gratifying in their first 
cests and the staging was remark- 
ably free from time lapses or 
other misadventures.

All Labor in State Plans 
One-Day Protest Stop- 
page in Sympathy With 
Phone Unions. 


NEWARK, N. J., April 12 (AP) 
—Preliminary plans for a general 
work stoppage by organized labor 
in New Jersey next Friday to pro- 
test against the state's new anti- 
strike law and in sympathy with 
striking telephone workers were 
announced today by William’ Sny- 
der, corresponding secretary of 
the newly-formed labor's joint 
legislative committee. 

Snyder said the proposed stop 
page would be in protest against 
the penalties established in amend- 
ments to ‘the state law barring 
strikes in public utilities. Three 
women telephone union leaders 
were arrested yesterday under the 
new law. Snyder said a meeting 
would be held in Trenton Mon- 
day to-make final decisions and 
plans for the stoppage. 

The committee ‘was organized 
today when a group of union rep- 
resentatives met .as_ individuals 
and elected Republican State As- 
semblyman Lewis M,. Herrmann, 
public relations director of the 
AFL State Federation of Labor 
as chairman, ; 

Committecs were appointed to 
work through official labor chan- 
nels to arrange the work stoppage, 
Snyder said. 

Meanwhile, the 12,000 striking 
switchboard .operators continued 
to maintain picket lines through- 
out the state at plants and offices 
of the New Jersey Bell Telephone 
Co, in defiance of the anti-strike 
law. 

Walter T. Margetts Jr., chair- 
man of the State Mediation 
Board, announced that he would 
confer in Washington with Joseph 
A. Bierne, president of the 
National Federation of Telephone 
Workers, because “the state situ- 
ation must be resolved in Wash-, 
ington before it is resolved in 
New Jersey.” 

Margetts said Gov. Alfred E. 
Driscoll was “most anxious” to| 
settle the dispute’ between the 
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telephone company and its work- 
ers and had “authorized me to 
take any steps offering any possi- 
bility” of an reement. 

Henry Mayer, counsel for the 
New Jersey telephone unions, said 
he had advised the four unions 
that “any direction to return to 
work would nullify the action 
about to be instituted in federal 
courts to test the constitutionali- 
ty” of the newly-amended public 
utility anti-strike law, which com- 
pels arbitration and provides for 
fines and jail sentences for con- 
tinuance of the strike.

Same Demand on Ford. 

The union has made an identi- 
cal demand on the Ford 
Motor Co, Eventual settlements in 
the “big three” of General Motors, 
Chrysler and Ford—with a total 
of half a million workers—will 
be similar to each other if past 
experience is a guide. 

Harry W. Anderson, vice presi- 
dent in charge cf General Motors 
personnel, said that 10 per cent 
offer was made in “recognition of 
the increased cost of living” and 
because it is “difficult to arrive 
at a year’s settlement at this 
time.” 

The average wage of G.M. pro- 
duction workers has been esti- 
mated at about $1.31 per hour, 

The 10-cent hourly increase will 
become effective immediately, 
Anderson said, for a “small. num- 
ber” of non-union employes in 
nine G, M. plants. 

Adjustments for salaried em- 
ployes are also being worked out, 
Anderson’s statement continued 
but their size has not been deter- 
mined. 

“The unsettled cca! situation 
with its effect on steel production 
and increasing prices of basic 
commodities combined with the 
desirability of keeping prices 
down make it difficult to arrive 
at a year’s settlement at this/ 
time,” Anderson said in ‘explaining 
that the proposal permits either 
party to reopen the wage issue in 
August, 1947. 

The VAW-CIO won an 18%-cent 
hourly wage boost March 138, 1946, 
following a 113-day strike that set 
a record in the auto industry for 
length and costliness to both sides.

Two Senators 


tion in State Bill Appar- 
ently Losing.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 12: — 
An apparently losing fight is be- 
ing conducted in the Senate by 
Senators Anthony M, Webbe and 
David E. Horn of St. Louis to 
amend a proposed new state the 
ater safety code to require existing 
theaters to conform to the new 

safety standards being set up. 
The bill, introduced by Senator 
Charles C, Madison of Kansas 
City, at the instance of theater op- 
erators and owners, is applicable 
only to new theaters except in 
case of voluntary structural alter- 


ations of old ones. In many re- 
spects it is a stronger act than the 
old law, but in writing it the the- 
ater owners have eliminated a 
number of effective provisions. 
After Webbe and Horn had 


Senate to amendments for the 
proposed new requirements to ap- 
ply to old as wel] as new theaters, 
Webbe said: 

“It would seem to be all right to 
burn people up in ol@ theaters 
but not in new ones.” 

Of Chief Use in Smaller Cities. 

The new safety regulation 
would establish state minimum 
standards somewhat below those 
of most of the larger cities hav- 
ing city building codes and prob- 
ably would not apply to them, 
but would apply to the smaller 
cities and towns, most of which 
do not have building codes, and 
in whieh theaters often are mere- 
ly converted storerooms. 

Webbe objects strenuously to a 
change in the language of the law 
regarding the sale of standing 
room. The existing law provides 
that “no more persons shall be ad- 
mitted” to a theater than there 
are seats, The proposed new acts 
provides that “individual seats 
shall be provided for those con- 
| gregating” in the theater. 

‘Ambiguous and Uncertain.’ 
“In this respect the existing 
law is clear and definite,” Webbe 
said. “This language has been

law as it has existed to require 
that alterations be made to con- 
form to legal standards. Horn 
sought to require all theaters not 
meeting existing standards to 
make alterations meeting the new 
standards withone one year. Both 
were defeated. 
Informer’s Award Removed. 


In presenting the new act, the 
owners are getting away from a 
penalty provision of the old law, 
which could, but never has, pro- 
vided an incentive to informers of 
code violations. Under the old law, 
violations of the code were pun- 
ishable by fines of from $20 to 
$5000 with one-half the fine. go- 
the 
complaint. Under the proposed 
law there would be a fire of not 
to exceed $1000 and imprisonment 
not to exceed one year, but the 
informer would get no part of the 
fine. 

In writing the new act, the the- 
ater owners omitted a section of 
the old requiring that all scenery 
shall be made as nearly fireproof 
as possible and that a constant 
supply of water.or other means 
for extinguishing fires be kept 
constantly effective. However, 
Webbe was able to get this provi- 
sion into the bill by floor amend- 
ment. é 

The old law, said to have been 
enacted in 1877 before the advent 
of motion pictures, was applicable 
generally ta places of amusement, 
as is the new one. It set up an 
inadequate code, a change of 
which was necessary to meet mod- 
ern conditions, Senator Webbe 
has found no fault with the more 
stringent provisions regarding 
seating arrangements, aisles and 
exits, but has insisted that little 
if anything will be gained if hun- 
dreds if not thousands of theaters 
are permitted to operate under the 
old code. 

Webbe'’s Position. 

"It is my position,” he said, 
“that the Legislature should be 
concerned with only one thing, the 
safety of the people who attend 
these theaters. We should not 
legislate to save the owners the 
dollars it woujJd cost them to put 
the theaters in safe condition. 

“There will be few theaters built 
in the next few years. The old 
ones’ will continue to operate. If 
there is need for the new safety 
regulations for new theaters, there 
: is far greater need for them in 


the old ones.” 

j Consideration of the bill was 
inot completed befére the weekend 
recess of the Legislature and it is 
}scheduled to be taken up again 
iMonday afternoon.

MAYOR 10 TALK 
T0 ALDERMEN ON 
NEED FOR REVENUE 


Expected to Urge Boost 
in Liquor, Cigarette 
Taxes, and Two Other 
Levies. 


| 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann will 
go before the Board of Aldermen 
Tuesday to discuss with its mem- 
bers the city’s critical financial 
situation and to make recommend- 
ations for new revenue producing 
measures. 

This discussion and the Mayor’s 


recommendations will be part of 
the Mayor’s annual message to 
the Board. The message will be de- 
livered atter inaugural ceremonies 
are held for newly-elected Presi- 
dent Charles E. Albanese and for 
Aldermen from the 14 even-num- 
bered wards in the city. 

The Board will convene for its 
first meeting of the 1947-48 fiscal 
year at 11 o’clock, an hour earlier 
than its usual noontime starting 


time, 
Record Budget. 

Most pressing of the problems 
before the new session are those 
which will require revenue to meet 
a record operating budget in excess 
of $32,000,000. Receipts under 
present revenue-raising measures 
are estimated at less than $28,000,- 
000. Accurate estimates as to the 
amount of the current municipal 
deficit are unavailable, but some 
sources have placed. it at about 


$500,000, 
Undoubtedly, the Mayer will 
urge again that the Board enact 
four measures previously recom- 
mended by the Citizens’ Tax Com- 
mission but which the Board re- 
jected just before election day. 
Thése _measures would have 
raised about $3,250,000 annually 
by increasing liquor license fees 
to the maximum permitted by 
Missouri statutes, increasing the 
cigarette tax by one cent a pack- 
age, levying a 5 per cent gross 
receipts tax on amusement ad- 
missions, and levying a charge 
for the use of municipal sewers. 
With the election in the back- 
ground and with a Board of Al- 
dermen composed generally of 
members who are more favorable 
to the Mayor, Republican observ- 
ers around City Hall believe that 
the Mayor’s revenue recommen- 
dations will receive more consid- 
eration and will have a better 
chance of passage than a month 


ago. 
: Delay Likely. 

These observers point out, how- 
ever, that the Board is likely to 
delay action on any revenue 
measure until the Supreme Court 
has passed upon the validity of 
the city tax of % per cent on the 
gross earnings of individuals and 
the net, income on corporations. 

If the tax is held valid, veterans 
in the Board of Aldermen believe 
that the members would prefer 
to increase the rate of the earn- 
ings tax levy rather than seek 
new sources of revenue, If the 
tax is held invalid, they said the 
board will have little hesitancy 
in enacting necessary revenue- 
producing measures, 

The political complexion of the 
board +hhas changed slightly with 
the election. There will be 20 Re- 
publican members and eight 
Democratic members, compared 
to 22 Republicans and five Demo- 
crats before the election. One 
seat is vacant now. Before the 
election two seats were vacant. 

6 New Faces on Board. 

There will be six new faces in 

the Board when It convenes, three 
Republicans and three Demo- 
crats, The new Republicans are 
Frank Flottman, Tenth Ward; 
Fred W. Haag, Twelfth Ward, and 
Sidney R.‘ Redmond, Eighteenth 
Ward. The new Democrats are 
Charles B. O’Connor, Sixteenth 
Ward; Al Harris, Twenty-second 
Ward, and William O. Brady, 
Twenty-sixth Ward. 
. Although there is an increase in 
the ratio of Democratic members, 
the prestige and influence of the 
Mayor, a Republican, is expected 
to increase in the board, In the 
past, Democratic members seldom 
opposed the Mayor on a partisan 
basis. Some Republicans have op- 
posed him consistently on what 
appeared to be a personal basis. 
These were successful at times in 
delaying and defeating jegislation 
the Mayor had recommended. 
Three of these are not members of 
the new board. 

The close relationship between 
Albanese and the Mayor is also ex- 
pected to expedite legislation rec- 
ommended by the administration. 
The Mayor and the new President 
of the Board have worked closely 
together in the past and Albanese 
had the support of the Mayor in 
his campaign for the nomination 
and election. Albanese as former 
majority floor leader wields con- 
sidergble influence among the Re- 
publican members. 

Besides the revenue measures, 
other important legislation which 
will be re-introduced includes a 
bill to permit the transfer of the 
City Sanitarium to the state; 
measures to implement the master 
plan bill enacted last month and 
a minimum housing standards 
ordinance.

Quinn finished about 10 yards in 
front of: Bill Hulse of New Bruns- 
wick, holder of the American na- 
tive outdoor record of 4:06. Brown- 
ing Ross of Woodbury, N.J., a 
Villanova College star, and Jimmy 
Rafferty of the New York AC, 
finished behind Hulse in that or- 
der, 

Since the straightaway mile was 
the first to be run on boards in 
the memory of veteran observers, 
it had been arranged to announce 
by loudspeaker the quarter-mile 
times to the runners. But, the 
stop watch for that purpose failed. 

It was MacMitchell’s first vic- 
tory and his fastest time of the 
year. Previously, he had run an 
indoor 4:17 mile. Three of the 
runners, including MacMitchell, 
wore flat-soled shoes. Quinn and 
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Hulse used short spikes,

Brownie Pitching. 

UDDY RUEL, manager of 
M the Browns, who quietly and 

with characteristic dignity 
has started the job of rebuilding 
the Browns to conform to Dick 
Muckerman’s requirements, has 
a reputation as a developer of 
pitchers. He has the knack of 
seeing things that pitchers are 
doing wrong. His ideas must 
be good, They have worked in 
_the past. Where Ruel was. you 
invariably found a good pitch- 
ing staff. 

Ruel doesn’t talk much, How- 
ever, ‘in a relaxed moment at 
training camp he told Lloyd Mc- 
Master of the Post-Dispatch 
staff, in conversation about 


pitching, that he was confident 
several Brownie pitchers could 
hurl more effectively than they 
had done in the past. He said 
specifically that he believed. he 
could help Jack Kramer to be 
a better pitcher. 

This gets us around to a con- 
clusion, obvious perhaps, but 
strengthened through years of 
watching ball players come and 
go, that pitching is the most 
difficult art in the baseball busi- 
ness. Occasionally a pitcher has 
so much natural stuff that he 
doesn’t have to do much think- 
ing or studying. A Bob Feller 
can overpower the opposition 
early in his pitching life. A 
Dizzy Dean can violate most of 
the cardinal rules of pitching and 
succeed. That is, a Dean or a 
Feller or a Dazzy Vance can 
forget about individual weak- 
nesses and just pour the stuff 
past the hitters. 

That pitcher, however, is the 
exception. Most of the big 
league pitching journeymen have 
made the grade by dint of long 
study, practice and careful at- 
tention to details. 

Big League Often Is 

Shock to the Rookie. 

T the Cardinal training

Johnson said. Then he told 
about the advice from Dyer. 
During his seasons in the 
minors, few though they were, 
on account of the interrupting 
war, you would think some man- 
ager would have advised John- 
son about the necessity of hid- 
ing his pitch.

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Ministers Agree to Con-|

Year Treaty.

MOSCOW, April 12 (AP)—The 
foreign ministers agreed tonight 
to take up on Monday the Amer- 
ican proposal for a 40-year four- 
power pact against Germany, 
thus approaching what may be 
the final deadlock of the Moscow 
conference. 

At the same time the ministers 
agreed to return some German 
issues to the deputies and the 
Allied Control Council in Berlin 
for discussion until the ministers 
meet again some months hence. 

It was the first time that the 
Russians agreed to such procedure 
and it was taken as an indication 
that the impasse over major 
issues will not be broken at this 
conference. 

3 of Big 4 For Pact. 

Failure to reach agreement on 
the four-power, pact, which is 
favored by the United States, Brit- 
ain and France and opposed so far 


by the Soviet Union, may mean 
that the ministers will lose their 


last chance for concurrence on a} 


major issue. 


(The United Press said the min- 


isters had abandoned their efforts 
to reach a decision on Germany's 
political future at the current 
eonference.) 

American Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall has attached 
special importance to the pact. 
He has pointed out that if the 
four powers can unite against 
German aggression it should be 
much easier for the powers to 
make economic concessions, since 
the security question will be taken 
care of. 

He feels that adoption of the 
pact might pave the way for con- 
ecessions on such key issues as 
the Soviet demand for a higher 
level of German industry and 
reparations from current German 
production. 

If the Russians reject the pact 
it was considered likely that the 
United States attitude on the 
deadlocked issues would harden. 

German Land Reforms. 

In today’s session the ministers 
reached agreement on the carry- 
ing out of land reform in Ger- 
many by the end of 1947, the de- 
struction of all German fortifica- 
tions by Dec. 31, 1948, and the 
liquidation of war factories by 
June 30, 1948.

A story of hiding in .the attic 
of one house for two years while 
she and her husband worked with 
the Netherlands underground dur- 
ing the late war was told yester- 
day by Mrs. Hertha Wohlfarth, 
a former prisoner at Auschwitz, 
in an interview at the home of 
her prother, Alfred Katz, 6307 
Sutherland avenue. : 
Mrs. Wohlfarth, with her 2? 
year-old daughter, Doris, is plan- 
ning to take up life anew in this 
country. Her husband, Siegfried, 
has not been heard from since 
the two were separated at Ausch- 
witz concentration camp’ follow- 
ing their capture. She hopes to 
enter the interior decorating busi- 
ness, which she followed in Am- 
sterdam before the war. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wohlfarth listened 
to British broadcasts from their 
attic hiding place then translated 
the messages and printed them 
for distribution to the wunder- 
ground. So closely guarded was 
the secret of their activities that 
the Gestapo searched two years 
before capturing them, she said. 
Mrs. Wohlfarth saw no execu- 
tions at Auschwitz but she will 
never forget the red glare of the 
crematory ovens as the dead were 
disposed of.

After two months in the con- 
centration camp, she was sent to 
a munitions factory in Czechoslo- 
vakia, she said. The food was 
even worse there than at Ausch- 
witz. “We worked twelve hours a 
day, seven days a week. One week 
we worked days, the next week 
nights,” she said. “Once in the 
morning and again in the a‘ter- 
noon we were given half a loaf 
of bread. At night, we would get 
some watery soup. That was all.” 

During this time, Doris was 
cared for in a village near Am- 
sterdam by members of the under- 
ground. When Mrs. Wohlfarth 
was liberated by the Russians in 
May, 1945, she hurried to the vil- 
lage. “I must have looked far 
older than 37 because Doris didn’t 
know me,” she smiled. “It might 
have been the fact that the Nazis 
had shaved my head.” 


Determined to make a fresh 
start, Mrs. Wohlfarth has adopted 
the name, Helen Wells, for her 
new life in America. Doris is 
already in the process of adjust- 
ment as a student in the third 
grade of Mallinckrodt School.

ITALY JAILS ‘LUCKY’ LUCIANO 
ON HIS RETURN FROM CUBA 


GENOA, Italy, April 12 (AP)— 
Charles (Lucky) Luciano — called 
“the boomerang” here because of 


his second enforced return to his 
native land—was taken off the 
deportation ship Bakir by 10 po- 
licemen today and lodged in jail. 

The one-time New York vice 
lord wili be held in Marassi Prison 
for transfer to Palerno, Sicily, 
where an investigation will be 
made of his clandestine departure 
from Italy on a trip that wound 
up in Cuba. 

Luciano, convicted in New York 
of pandering in 1936 and sen- 
tenced to serve 30 to 50 years at 
Sing Sing prison, was paroled and 
deported after serving. nine and 
one-half years of his sentence. 
He spent only seven months in 
Italy. Cuba returned him when 
the United States Bureau of Nar- 
cotics declared it would permit 
no more narcotics to be shipped 
to Cuba because Luciano’s pres- 
ence might lead to diversion of 
the drugs.

“Almost two years of quadri- 
partite government have developed 
the fundamental differences be- 
tween the occupying powers. 
Briefly, the Soviet position is in 
favor of an economic unification 
provided it is accompanied by 
reparations from current produc- 
tion and leaves substantial power 
with the zone commander to con- 
trol the economic resources of his 
zone. They favor a strong gov- 
ernment with a national] political 
police force as only such a gov- 


ernment lends itself to single 
party domination. 
“The French, in fact, desire 


neither economic nor political uni- 
fication. They prefer a weak cen- 
tral government with such lim- 
ited powers that it will be ineffec- 
tive in both the political and eco- 
nomic fields. 

“In principle, there would ap- 
pear to be no basic difference 
between the British and United 
States positions, although detailed 
proposals differ. We believe in 
the common utilization of the in- 
digenous resources of Germany 
and ai federalized government 
which will guarantee the four 
freedoms. .. .,. 

‘Must Be Offered Hope.’ 

“This concentrated population 
of nearly 70,000,000 must be 
offered an early hope for political 
and economic stability. .. If 
they are forced to live without 
hope the inevitable result will be 
chaos in central Europe, followed 
by a rebirth of totalitarianism. 
Certainly the western nations do 
not wish the German people to 
become the pawn of future inter- 
national strife.” 

Gen. McNarney praised the 
American .occupying troops, and 
said direct administration by the 
military government in the Amer- 
ican zone “will be established at/ 
any time should the Germans | 
stray from the path of democratic 
procedurés on which they have 
been started.”

A special appeal on behalf of the 


Fund campaign to raise $751,920,

WASHINGTON, April 12. 


ODAY, in an arena stretching across Europe and Asia, the American titan 


and the Russian colossus stand openly face to face. 


One bears the colors of 


Athens and Rome, of Christianity, Magna Carta and the Declaration of 
Independence. The shield of the other is dyed with hues of Oriental despotisms. 
Behind the first are ranked the generations of those who created western 
culture. At the core of the ideology of the second is its nfission of rallying from 
the depths of society all the vast multitudes of submerged and retarded men. . 


What are the reasons for this critical 
state of affairs? What has dissipated the 
fund of mutual good will that had been so 
carefully built up during the war? For cer- 
tainly it has disappeared — and during the 
last two years. 

Only an alarmist, of course, would hold 
that at present war is tnevitable or even 
probable. Time — that is the need of the 
hour. Twenty or thirty years for settling 
down; an interval in which human nerves 
| may be cured of wounds torn by the havoc 
and bloodshed of war. There can be no 
single and sudden solution. While a for- 
mula of permanent equilibrium is being pa- 
tiently worked out, it is to be hoped that 
the hostile systems may devise some plan 
for going their respective ways in peace. 

The economic collapse of Great Britain 
was the immediate impulse forcing upon the 
United States one of the gravest decisions 
of its history. But a landmark on the path 
was the Tehran Conference of 1943. Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt unlimbered all his 
charm to convert Joseph Vissarionovich 
Stalin into a pillar of just and democratic 
peace. The Georgian answered that he had 
no wish to own Europe. The Soviet Union, 
he declared, was half populated. It would 
be kept busy enough at home without for- 
eign adventures. The purpose that absorbed 
him was to raise the living standard of the 


Russian people. 


Roosevelt’s Wager 
On Stalin’s Co-operation. 


In his delight with these professions, 
Roosevelt launched into one of the most 
remarkable wagers in the annals of diplo- 
macy. He resolved to hazard the future of 
his country and of mankind upon the good 
faith of the proletarian autocrat. If he had 
lived, nod doubt he would have sought to 
reverse the course of events. 

Conviction that the gamble had lost was 
apparent in President Truman's March 12 
message to Congress. After six years of 
“hopeful patience,” the United States at 
last flung down a challenge to Communist 
aggressiomw throughout the world. In the 
language of John Bunyan, President Tru- 
man took his stand “quite over the whole 
breadth of the way, and said: ‘I am void 
of fear in this matter; for I swear that thou 
shalt go no farther!’” s 

Small doubt was left by the tone of the 
Presidential paper that it sprang from an- 
noyance and disillusion. Others than John 
Foster Dulles had been.compelled to believe 
that from many points of the compass, in 
behalf of Marxist dominion, the United 
States was under bloodless but persistent 
attack by the Soviet Union, its recent ally. 

Some notion of the shock of Moscow's 
offending may be drawn from the violence 
of Washington's recoil. When the reading 
of the document was concluded, the earth’s 
political geography had undergone impor- 
tant revisions. The Mediterranean, with its 
petroleum terminals on the Levantine shore, 
had bécome an American as well as a Brit- 
ish lifeline. The strategic frontier of the 
United States was pushed out from Gibraltar 
and Dakar to Iraq, Iran and Saudi Arabia. 


Primary Policies 

Of Nation Extended. 

Three primary policies for which this 
nation has always fought or been ready to 
give battle were conspicuously extended. 
Enlarged to world-wide dimensions were the 
Monroe Doctrine, the Chinese “Open Door’’ 
and the Atlantic principle, under which Pan- 
American security is regarded as endan- 
gered by enemy occupation of the western 
eoasts of Europe and Africa. 

The peril to democratic liberties was held 


a 


by President Truman to be so acute that he 
took the revolutionary step of volunteering 
support to free peoples everywhere who 
were resisting enslavement at the hands of 
disloyal minorities at home or by coercive 
pressure from abroad. 

In asking Congress to give aid to Greece 
and Turkey, President Truman called atten- 
tion to two immediate danger spots. That 
there were other such spots in the world 
was known to his hearers. It soon devel- 
oped that Korea also required aid. Thg 
United States is deeply involved in Germariy 
and Austria. At Trieste it maintains dn 
army garrison. It has intervened with Rus- 
sia on behalf of Iran and protested against 
Soviet pillage of Manchuria. 

“I am fully aware,” announced the Presi- 
dent, “of the broad implications involved. 
This is a.serious. course upon which we 
embark. I should not recommend it except 
that the alternative is much more serious.” 


Radical Departure 
From American Tradition. 


So radical a departure from American 
traditions would not have been undertaken 
without reasons that were thought good and 
sufficient. Neither would Russia, exhausted 
by war, have allowed things to come to so 
tragic a pass except upon grounds that to 
its mind were compelling. The object of 
this article, and of those to follow, is to 
present an impartial and factual account of 
the provocations which each country be- 
lieves it has suffered from the other. 

The American contention is that the 
Russian Government has practiced land- 
grabs and property-grabs on a stupendous 
scale; has turned the violation of treaties 
into a cold and matter-of-fact routine; and 
has employed compulsion and terror to 
build up puppet regimes in nearby states. 

The United States has further contended 
that elections in Soviet satellite countries 
have been systematically rigged through 
one-party ballots, fraud and machine guns; 
that Russia has willfully abstained from 
co-operation in activities of first importance 
to world recovery; and that it has sought, 
through propaganda, to overthrow the pres- 
tige of the United States everywhere, and 
especially in Latin America, 

The record shows that since August, 
1939, Russia has annexed outright 195,- 
891 square miles of land in Eurdpe and 
Asia, with a population of 80,442,000. 
Its new territories almost equal the area 
of Missouri, [linois, Indiana and Ohio 
combined. Its added population almost 
equals that of the three most populous 
states, New York, Pennsylvania and Iili- 
nois, which have 31,276,568 inhabitants. 


Millions Brought 
Under Russia’s Sway. 


During the same period, through mili- 
tary occupation or puppet governments, 
the Soviet Union has brought into subjec- 
tion on both continents another 1,764,041 
square miles, with an estimated popula- 
tion of 204,600,000, When Russia’s own 
territory and population are superim- 
posed, it is calculated that the Kremlin 
now holds sway, in one degree or another, 
over 10,350,422 square miles of the 
earth’s surface and 400,405,000 human 
beings. The corresponding figures for the 
United States, including territories and 
possessions, are 3,753,228 square miles 
and 150,621,231 population. — 

These facts avere in the mind of Under 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson when he 
described Soviet policy as “expanding.” He 
was also restating an historical truism. In 
the course of four centuries the Russians 
conquered 168 different peoples and tribes, 
and spread their rule from the Ukraine to 
the Pacific Ocean. 

It was testified at Nuernberg that a pro- 
posed military alliance between Germany 
and Russia, supplementing their non-aggres- 
sion pact, was rejected by Adolf Hitler on 
the ground that Stalin wanted “everything 


in sight.” All that he asked was Finland, 
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a base in the Skagerrak, domination of 
Bulgaria and transfer of the Dardanelles 
from Turkey to Russia. 

As permanent acquisitions the Soviet 
Union has newly added to its territory 
parts of Finland, all of Estonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania, the northern half of East 
Prussia, 77,708 sqtiare miles of prewar 
Poland, 19,8300 square miles of Romania, 
comprising Bukovina and Bessarabia; 
Port Arthur, the Kuriles and the southern 
half of Sakhalin Island. 

Through occupation or subject regimes, 
Russia today is, master of Poland, the 
remainder of Finland, the eastern half of 
Germany, Czechoslovakia, Eastern Aus- 
tria, Hungary, Romania, Bulgaria, Yugo- 
slavia, Albania, Manchuria, Outer Mon- 
golia, Tannu-Tuva and the northern half 
of Korea, Dairen, a commercial port, was 
on this list until Russia agreed last month 
to reliquish its control to China. 

The Soviet war of six days with Japan 
was by no means unprofitable. Without 
counting Siberia, Russia in the Far East 


soil, of which all but 17,874 are historically 
parts of China. Through the Yalta declara- 
tion, the Soviets obtained an indefinite lease 
on the Chinese naval base of Port Arthur 
and “pre-eminent” interests at Dairen. Tan- 
nu-Tuva, with an area of 64,000 square 
miles, is a new Russian protectorate in 
northern China, 

States of the second class, held by force 
of arms or through Réd puppets, constitute 
a cordon sanitaire protecting inner Russia 
from the outside world, All the great dan- 
Trieste is 


Greece. Through Iran lies Russia’s pathway 
to the Persian Gulf oil fields and the Indian 
Ocean. Korea is a dagger pointed at Amer- 
ican-occupied Japan, and Manchuria pro- 
vides a springboard for leaps into the heart 
of China. 


Russia Is Probing 
For Places of Weakness. 


With a series of thrusts, jabbing out from 
the cordon sanitaire, Russia has constantly 
been probing for places of weakness in the 
surrounding lines. These performances may 
have led President Truman to a decision 
that Stalin would not halt but could only be 
stopped. 

American planes, civilian and unarmed, 
were shot down over Yugoslavia. Russia 
asked Norway to surrender a base in Spitz- 
bergen. It demanded a trusteeship in Italy’s 
former African colonies. Russia’s boldest 
sally was a military irruption into the prov-

ince of Azerbaijan, in Northwest Iran, where 
a stooge regime was set up. 
Armed guerrilla bands within and border 


skirmishes from without, harassed Greece. 


Turkey was beset with proposals for the 
surrender of frontier provinces and for Rus- 
sian participation in defense of the Darda- 
nelles. Footholds at Port Arthur and 
Dairen were expanded into occupation of all 
Manchuria. Communist advance guards 
pushed out from Mongolia into the province 
of Sinkiang, and Kurdistan was incited to 
form an autonomous state under Russian 
protection. 

Some of these proposals were refused, and 
American protests to the United Nations 
compelled Russia’s withdrawal from Iran. 
But there is belief that Russia considers the 
rebuffs to be only temporary, and that the 
chain of test forays may proffer some in- 
sight into long-range Soviet policy. On the 
face of things, it might be concluded that 
Russia is working for mastery of the Arctic 
air lanes, the Mediterranean, Suez Canal, 
Middle East and China, together with even- 
tual reduction of all Europe to a Commu- 
nist dependency, — / 


On top of its large war gains in territory, 
the Soviet Union has stripped Eastern Eu- 
rope of reparations and booty estimated as 
high as 13 billion dollars. The spoils con- 
sist of industrial capital equipment, railway 
rolling stock, requisitions from current pro- 
duction and untold volumes of every pos- 
sible species of plunder. 

Having sucked the orange dry in «its own 
area, Russia is now demanding the right to 
take an additional 10 billion dollars) of rep- 
arations out of current production-in the 
American, British and French zones of Ger- 
many. Soviet looting of “Manchuria, which

possessed 70 per cent of China’s industry, 
became one of the notorious scandals of the 
peace, 

As regular armament in its campaign of 
aggrandizement, Russia is declared by Wil- 
liam C. Bullitt to have used the violation of 
treaties on a scale surpassing that of Hitler 
himself. The former Ambassador to Mos- 
cow and Paris reckons that no less than 28 
solemn pacts, protocols, assurances and cov- 
enants were trodden underfoot in the course 
of its war with Finland, the partition of 
Poland and the absorption of Estonia, Lat- 
via and Lithuania. Russia also subscribed 
to the Atlantic Charter, which guaranteed 
the right of all peoples to choose the gov- 
ernment under which they will live. 

Russia is charged by the United States 
with having broken its word, attested by 
Stalin’s own signature, regarding the Teh- 
ran treaty, which pledged the integrity of 
Iran; the Yalta agreement, which promised 
free elections and responsive governments 
to all liberated and subject states in Eu- 
rope; and the Potsdam declaration, which 
assured economic unity to Germany and de- 
fined as “tentative’’ the west border of 
Poland on the line of the Oder-Neisse rivers. 
Moscow has proclaimed that this frontier 
must be accepted as permanent and un- 
changeable. 


Stalin Is Charged 
With Treaty Breaking. 


Stalin is further charged by American 
officials with repudiating the Sino-Soviet 
Treaty of Friendship and Alliance, signed in 
Moscow on the day Japan surrendered. This 
treaty confirmed Russia’s claims to Dairen, 
Port Arthur and joint operation of Manchu- 
rian trunk-line railways; but promised that 
the departure of Soviet troops would be com- 
pleted in a maximum of three months. They 
are still in Manchuria, or else have been 
relieved, wherever withdrawn, by soldiers of 
the Chinese Red Army. In Korea, as in 
Germany, Russia has declined to fulfill an 
agreement for economic unity. 

A further application of Russia’s policy 
is seen in its refusal to participate in a num- 
ber of functional organizations for interna- 
tional co-operation. It joined the United 
Nations, the International Military Tribunal, 
the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration and a minor body known as 
the European Central Inland Transport Or- 
ganization. 

The Soviet Unien has stood out against 
taking any share in the Anglo-American 
merger of Germany’s economy. It has de- 
clined thus far to have any connection with 
the International Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development and the International 
Monetary Fund, the United Nations Food 
and Agricultural Organization, to which, 
however, it sent observers; the Provisional 
International Civil Aviation Organization, 
the United Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization, the International 
Trade Organization, the International Ref- 


ugee Organization, the International Labor 
Organization, the European Coal Organisa- 
tion and the Emergency Economic Com- 
mittee for Europe, Russia has done every- 
thing in its power to weaken the proposed 
International Atomic Development Author- 
ity. 

It is suggested that the realists of the 
Kremlin became members of such interna- 
tional organizations as might return profits 
to Russia or its henchmen, and avoided 
those which threatened its secrecy or poli- 
cies. 

There is considerable evidence that Mar- 
shal Tito of Yugoslavia has clothed and fed 
his big army with UNRRA supplies, From 
the inside of the United Nations, due to its 
veto in the Security Council, Russia is able 
to smother all punitive motions against it- 
self or subaltern states, like Albania. By 
insisting on articles 5 and 6 of the charter’s 
second chapter, the Soviet Union made sure 
it could not be suspended or expelled, as it 
was thrown out of the League of Nations in 
consequence of the Finnish war. 

Members of the International Fund, who 
must also be members of the International 
Bank, are required to reveal their gold out- 
put and holdings, national income and ex- 
ports and imports of merchandise. Russia 
has recently organized its own World Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions. French Commu- 
nists are a minority party, but they dom- 
inate the trade unions of that eountry and 
are able to paralyze the decisjons of any 
government in Paris with threats of general 
strikes, 


International Trade 
A State Monopoly by Law. 


International commerce is by law a mo- 
nopoly of the Soviet state. Every region on 
which its iron curtain closes down is lost to 
the markets of the world. During the early 
mohths after the war, Russia facilitated the 
westward flight of refugees from Poland 
and other countries, and in effect dumped 
hundreds of thousands of them into the 
American zone. 

Russian reactions to these charges of bad 
faith and expressions of disapproval are 
very positive. Critical comments, all and 
sundry, are attacked with indignation by 
Soviet statesmen, newspapers and wireless 
mouthpleces. The demand for 10 billions 
of reparations in Western Germany, they 
protest, should have astonished the world 
with its moderation. The claim was made 
by Foreign Commissar Molotov at the Con- 
ference of Foreign Secretaries that Russia 
spent 357 billion dollars in the war, and 
suffered additional damage of 128 billion 
dollars from Nazi destruction. 

As for Turkey, the Soviet spokesmen re- 
call that during World War I the British 
and French governments made a secret 
treaty awarding the Dardanelles to Russia, 
and that it was nullified when Lenin re- 
placed Tsar Nicholas. Furthermore, at 
Yalta, President Roosevelt and Prime Min- 
ister Churchill agreed to consideration of 
proposals from Russia as to revision of the 
Montreux Convention, which gave exclusive 
custody of the Straits to Turkey. 

American solicitude for free elections and 
democratic procedures in Poland, Romania, 
Bulgaria and Hungary is brushed aside by 
Russian spokesmen as “arrogant meddling” 
on behalf of “Fascist elements.” The Rus- 
sians ask whether American elections in the 
Southern States are immaculately pure. 
Taunts are heard that the policies of the 
United States have led it into keeping com- 
pany, open or clandestine, with such dubious 
characters as Francisco Franco in Spain, 
the late King George II of Greece and Juan 
Domingo Peron, president of Argentina.

Listen! The RFC Sphinx 


The Post-Dispatch has insisted from the out- 
set that no secrecy should conceal the opera- 
tions ef the Corporation. 

~—From the Post-Dispatch, July 18, 1982. 

In 15 years’ operation since those words were 
written, the $15,000,000,000 Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation has become the largest finan- 
cial institution on earth, and its fabulously enor- 
mous transactions have been almost completely 
unaccounted for to the American public. , 

Now Jesse Jones, who ran RFC from 1933 to 
1942 almost as if it had been his private busi- 
ness, has some explaining to do to the public, 


and plenty of it, in the case of that $80,000,000: 


loan to the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 


Mr. Jones had already been charged, last year, 
with defective accounting. The charge against 
RFC was made by the General Accounting Office 
and confirmed by the House Committee on Ex- 
penditures. 

Now a specific consequence of keeping the 
affairs of RFC pretty much under his hat is laid 
to Mr. Jones, and it is an accusation of great 
gravity. The former official is accused of hav- 
ing connived to bring and keep the B. & O. 
under the control of a group of men who had 
served under him in RFC and who had later 
gone to the B. & O. at handsome_increases in 
salary. 


. ° * 


The story is shocking, as it was pieced to- 
gether by Cassius M. Clay, former chief railroad 
counsel of RFC ‘and later general solicitor of 
the B. & O., and Robert L’Heureux, counsel of 
the Senate Banking and Currency Committee, 
which is investigating RFC. 

Eighty million dollars was lent to the B. & O. 
by RFC when Stewart McDonald was deputy 
administrator under Jones, Russell L. Snodgrass 
was assistant general counsel, Frederick L. Bauk- 
hages was counsel, and Clay was chief railroad 
counsel. Later, all four went over to the B. & O. 
—Snodgrass as financial vice president at $25,- 
000, two and one-half times his RFC. salary, 
Baukhages as general solicitor at $18,500 (he 
had received $5000 a year at RFC), Clay as 
general solicitor at $20,000, twice his RFC sal- 
ary, and McDonald as chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the board of directors. 


The Jones group was fearful that its control 
over B. & O. would be broken by a Republican 
victory in 1944 or by removal of Jones from the 
RFC chairmanship, according to the committee 
counsel, so a means was sought of freezing the 
existing control, Control could be frozen by 
bankruptcy proceedings, but under the then ex- 
isting bankruptcy laws the freezing would occur 
after a new management had been installed sub- 
sequent to the bankruptcy proceedings. 

« + + 


To insure that the officials frozen in control 
would be his men, Jones worked, the committee 
counsel said, for revival of a bankruptcy law 
which would have provided just that, but which 
had expired in 1940. Snodgrass appeared before 
a Senate Interstate Commerce subcommittee in 
1942 to urge re-enactment of this law, and at 
that time he already had_accepted the B. & O. 
job, according to the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee counsel. So, as it were, he 
was doubling in brass, .The bankruptcy law in 
question was re-enacted that same year. 


Before the 1944 presidential elections, Jones 
agreed, the committee counsel said, to bank- 
ruptcy proceedings, extended the RFC loan 
(which became overdue in that year) to 1965, 
and deferred payment of all other major B. & O. 
debts past 1965, so that no other creditor could 
gain control of the railroad. After he became 
a private citizen, Jones wrote to the United 
States District Court at Baltimore, urging ap- 
proval of the B. & O. bankruptcy petition, ac- 
cording to retiring RFC Chairmam Henderson. 
The bankruptcy has been branded “fraudulent” 
by Clay, who became disaffected at the goings 
on and left B. & O. 

This month RFC ‘bought $80,000,000 of new 
B. & O. bonds with which the railroad refunded 
the overdue loan. Chairman Tobey of the Sen- 
ate Banking and Currency Committee tried to 
stop this refinancing transaction, but RFC told 
him the commitment had already been made and 
would have to be carried out. 

. * > 


What Jesse Jones will have to say about all 
this, after 15 sphinx-like years, will need to be 
good. Time and time again, efforts have been 
made to bring the operations of the RFC into 
the open. The Post-Dispatch was at it when 
RFC was still a bill in Congress. As Edward 
A. Harris wrote last month, “Periodic reports 
were made to Congress but little was made pub- 


“lic. Spokesmen for the RFC explained at the 


time that big borrowers were reluctant to have 
their financial affairs made public.” The then 


' Senator Wheeler tried two years ago to get 


something done, asserting that onetime RFC 
officials had exerted influence in favor of loans 
to the B, & O. in order to obtain “advantageous 
employment” with the railroad—but RFC and 
B. & O. denied it, and there it was. 


It has taken the sensational charges brought 
in the B. & O. business to challenge Mr. Jones’s 
important silence. At last the public may ex- 
pect the start of an accounting that is 15 years 
overdue. The investigators should not pause 
until the B. & O: transactions are an open book, 
and until every other RFC ‘transaction that is 
open to question has been completely laid bare. 
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Politics a She Is Spoke 


The Japanese Communist party is being over- 
sensitive in suing Premier Yoshida for libel. All 
the Premier is accused of saying is that Japanese 
reconstruction is prevented by “extreme leftists 
like the Communists.” 

If Yoshida had said that extreme, unpatriotic, 
malicious, ignorant, unprincipled leftists like the 
Communists were preventing reconstruction, 
that would be more like it, but it wouldn’t be 
libel in any. sense that libel is known to the 
American two-party system. 

Every presidential year the extreme, unpatri- 
otic, malicious, ignorant, unprincipled Demo- 


crats—or Republicans—are denounced by the - 


virtuous, true-blue, well-educated, big-hearted, 
high-principled Republicans—or Democrats, as 
bringing—or proposing to bring—the country to 


a condition of bankruptcy, unemployment, inter- 
national disrepute, illiteracy and personal incon- 
venience. The vice, furthermore, is versa. And 
every presidential year neither party does any 
thing of the kind. ; 

If the Japanese Communists can’t take a little 
hiding such as they got from Yoshida, it’s a good 
thing they aren’t in United States politics, where 
the going is rough, and so is the language. 
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Measured’ by Power 

The most conspicuous aspect of our relations 
with Russia is that Soviet leaders think so much 
in terms of power. If they show small regard 
for our diplomacy, they deeply respect America’s 
military strength. Russia’s constant “probing for 
places of weakness,” described by Richard L. 
Stokes on the front page of this section, is tem- 
pered by hard calculation of the resistance. That 
means, not just the Truman doctrine, but the 
force which America is willing to put behind it. 

President Truman has pledged the United 
States to confine Communist expansion where 
it does not represent popular will. The Krem- 
lin is skeptical. In Moscow, as George Fielding 
Eliot noted in a recent column, the question goes 
beyond speeches and financial aid. What the 
Kremlin asks is, “Do Americans really mean 
what they are saying?” 7 

Russia has asked this question before. Mr. Eliot 
noted that the international pull-and-haul with 
Russia began during the disorderly demobiliza- 
tion of American land forces: Red Army com- 
manders gauged us by our manpower. Later, 
Soviet officers. saw for the first time what our 
still-intact air and sea arms could do. They saw 
it in the ruins of German cities and the wreckage 
of Tokyo, Hiroshima and Nagasaki. Then Mos- 
cow’s foreign policy became more restrained. 

Why do the Soviet leaders pay such homage 
to armed strength? Possibly because their dog- 
ma is filled with exhortations to the “seizure of 
power.” Perhaps because the Kremlin’s realists 
have always had to fight. They fought for pow- 
er; they defeated attacks from within and with- 
out because they understood power. Stalin wrote 
that the world had two poles, Soviet and non- 
Soviet, and he asked, “Who will defeat whom?” 

Respect for power when words fail is not pecu- 
liar to Russia. It is an ugly fact of history. But 
it has to be kept in mind whenever Congress de- 
bates military economies and universal training. 
If it is power we are judged by, America must 
possess it.

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Branch Rickey Picks a Player 


Two years ago Branch Rickey asked, “Admit- 
ting that racial equality in all sports must be an 
eventual fact, is this the right time to proclaim 
it in baseball?” Rickey has answered for him- 
self by signing Jackie Robinson, a Negro, for 
his Brooklyn Dodgers. 

As the first of his race to reach a major 
league, Robinson says, “I am on the spot and I 
know it.” But he has been there before. He 
was on the spot at UCLA, where he was an 
all-round star; in the Army, where he became 
an officer; on the Montreal farm team, where 
Rickey first placed him. 

Nowhere was the spot tighter for Robinson 
than on an April day a year ago. A huge Jersey 
City crowd turned out to see a Negro play, and 
saw an expert. He batted five times, hit four 
times, drove in four runs, scored four runs and 
stole two bases. Afterwards he was cheered and 
tossed around by a crowd of various races. 

In setting out now to win respect in National 
League parks, Robinson says he is “heading for 
trouble in a couple of cities.” We hope not. 
St. Louis should welcome him. Any man who 
could steal 40 bases and bat .349 to lead the 
International League is a ball player. 

Branch Rickey knows a good man when he 
sees one. He chose Robinson to test an invisible 
color line that had no place in the national 
pastime. Robinson says he will play anywhere, 
any time and hit at anything that looks good, 
and, from here on out, it isn’t he alone who is 
on the spot. It’s that Great American Game. 
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A fellow used a pigeon to carry a note home 
to his wife. Now to find one that is up to throw- 
ing a hat in the door. 
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The Anomaly of Mr. Weir’s Job 


Why is Robert Weir being kept on as Assist- 
ant Director of the Illinois State Department of 
Mines? 

Mr. Weir is part and parcel] of the coal mine 
operator-politician setup headed by Robert M. 
Medill at the time of the disaster at Centralia, 
which cost 111 miners their lives. 

In fact, Mr. Weir is a former boss of the very 
mine in which the explosion occurred, He was 
on the whitewash investigating commission 
which took a quick look in the mine last year 
and found insufficient evidence to support In- 
spector Scanlan’s findings of serious violations 
of mine safety.

Between Book Ends 


The Young Buck 


THIS I$ THE YEAR, M4 Feike Felkema. (Doubleday 


Co., Inc., New York.) 

This strapping “novel of faith in the 
earth” is about the Siouxland, where South 
Dakota, Minnesota, Nebraska and Iowa 
join; where town’ names echo “the still, sad 
music of humanity” — Amen, Blow Out, 
Hazard, Philosophy, Sometimes, Anxious, 
Grub, Two Bits, Resolute, Hello, etc, It is 
about a man, Pier Frixen, gargantuan 
worker of the farm of his Frisian fathers: 
mulishly independent, illiterate, insular, but 
“one of the king bees in this neck of the 
woods,” 

The book traces 18 years (1918-1936) of 
Pier’s life, from the day he marries green- 
eyed, platinum-haired Nertha to the day 
when, sold out by the sheriff, he leaves his 
beaten, eroded farm and, “buck-nun” (wom- 
anless) again, turns toward Sioux Falls 
and his single son Theodor: “See what he’s 
up to. And then go on. Somewheres. 
Shucks, I’m a young buck yet. My heart’s 
still green.” 

* * 

One could hardly overstate the harsh- 
ness of this book. Replete with realistic de- 
tail, it accentuates struggle, uncertainty, 
hope forever new, security forever deferred. 
Its joys are fleeting, its cares constant and 
cruelly heavy. It holds a lifetime’s hazards 
(Pier thrice cheats death by slim margin) 
and two decades of deluge, drought, wind 
storm, dust storm, blizzard and “’hoppers.” 
Benevolent periods are rare. 

Each year Pier says, “This year I'll do 
‘er. This year. Just watch. Just watch 
me go.” But the bad years win, They— 
plus Pier’s mind, closed alike to advice and 
progress: he derides mechanization; he 
disdains County Agent Pederson’s earthy 
wisdom (Right farming? Soil conservation? 
Controlled grazing? Contour plowing? 
Horse collar!). 

Pier decries the corn-hog program and 
other such “new-fangied idees.” He fights 
t.b. testing: “I’m agin anybody tellin’ me 
what to do.” He's “agin” newspapers: 
“mostly full a lies anyway.” 

Pier’s instinctive husbandry follows the 
credo, “I believe God wants us to work na- 
ture to the brim, get what we kin, an’ 
He'll do the rest.” But the misused land 
is unmoved by all Pier’s rages, his toil, his 
grit: at the end, an erosion gulley runs 
through his farmyard, undermining both 
hog-house and farm home, and underlining 
Pederson’s prophecies.

The people in Pier’s life suffer with and 
because of him—principally Nertha, whom 
he treats largely as he treats the land: 
“You've got to work her to the full.” In 
Pier’s life, most. good things come too 
late, including self-knowledge, The tragic 
flaw of a closed mind deceives him, de- 
stroys his patrimony, and cancels out his 
unrelenting labor. , 

Every page of this novel breathes the 
author’s intimate knowledge of the land 
and people he portrays. His dialogue has 
a “bullin’ and birthin’” naturalness sure to 
offend the priggish and prurient, but ex- 
act and powerful as a piston’s stroke. His 
description is lyrical with language sense. 


His entire conception matches the gran- ° 


deur of the rugged country which the poetic 
Pederson (“I have no church but this land. 
I have no woman but this soil”) calls a 
land for heroes. “With just a little more 
sense,” he tells Pier, “you’d make a perfect 
fit. It takes a hero to live out here and 
that’s what you are. A hero.” But Pier’s 
only answer is, “Or a fool.’ 

This is a grim but honest and thoughtful 
work. It deserves wide reading.

Dangers of Debunking 


THE ABOLITION OF MAN, by C. S$. Lewis. (The 


Macmillan Co., New York.) 

In his latest book, the author of “The 
Screwtape Letters” makes a frontal attack 
on some of the evils which he approached 
obliquely in his famous satire. Here he is 
concerned with permanent, traditional val- 
ues, which he feels are being ignored and 
even discouraged through the debunking 
tendency inherent in certain modern atti- 
tudes toward the educational process. These 
values he calls 7J'ao, a Chinese term which 
embraces concepts of truth, righteousness, 
correctiress and order in all philosophies. 

The three chapters of this little book 
were originally lectures delivered at the 
University of Durham, and they preserve 
some of the spontaneity of lectures. In the 
first, Mr. Lewis concludes that debunking 
produces “Men Without Chests,” or men 
who suffer from a lack of “fertile and gen- 
erous emotion.” 

In the second, he argues the need for 
recognition of “the ultimate platitudes of 
Practical Reason as having absolute value,” 
for through a negative attitude toward tra- 
ditional values we arrive at “the rejection 
of value altogether.” 

The most stimulating portion of this de- 
lightful book is the last, in which Mr. Lewis 
demonstrates through amazing and simple 
logic that “To ‘see through’ all things is the 
same as not to see.”

THE WALLACES OF IOWA, by Russell Lord. (Hevgh- 
ton Mifflin Co., Boston.) 

Henry A. Wallace—his background and 
significance —are made clear enough to 
anyone who will trouble to read through 
the carefully-documented pages of this 
solid book. It should be of some assist- 
ance in putting the man, Wallace, in place 
of the myth that has grown up around him 
in current American history. 

Since Wallace more than most men is 
the product of a family, the author begins 
with the former Vice President's Scotch- 
Irish ancestors. The grandfather, “Uncle 
Henry” Wallace, a frontier Iowa preacher, 
is given the importance that Henry A. Wal- 
lace always has accorded him. The father, 
Henry C. Wallace, Republican Secretary of 
Agriculture and foe of Herbert Hoover, is 
given full delineation. 

+ 7 * 

For history, however, perhaps the most 
significant paragraphs deal with circum- 
stances of the present Wallace’s Madison 
Square Garden address, Sept. 12, 1946, 
President Truman later said he had ap- 
proved Wallace’s right to speak, but not the 
contents of his address, On the contrary, 
says Russell Lord: 

“(Wallace) took two copies to the Presi- 


. dent at the White House on Sept. 10. Presi- 


dent Truman held one copy while Wallace 
held the other. They spent 30 minutes im 
going over the script, point by point... 
the President ... told him to go ahead.” 
Lord even declares that later that same 
day Truman, borrowing Wallace’s phrases, 
told White House visitors that “he stood 
firmly as neither pro-British nor anti- 
British, pro-Russian nor anti-Russian.” 
This, of course, says littl of the ideas 
identified with Wallace. These may be left 
to the judgment of history—with a warning. 
Henry A. Wallace ig neither an “editor” 
nor a “politician,” any more than he was 
described by the titles “Vice President” or 
“Secretary of Agriculture” é&“Secretary of 
Commerce.” He is a prophet—true or false, 
according to your own inclinations, He 
usually is talking about religion, even when 
he appears to be talking about hybrid corn, 
statistics or world politics. It is possible to 
understand him only if this is kept in mind, 
* * « 


As a prophet, Wallace’s past record is 
pretty good. It began with a ‘prediction of 
the depression of the '30s, when others were 
yelling about two cars in every garage. 

In a materialistic world, Wallace is per- 


*haps more frequently misunderstood than 


understood. <As Gerald Johnson of the 
Baltimore Sun says, Wallace “speaks an 
archaic dialect ...” It is the only language 
he knows. The world, not Wallace, must 
change if Henry A. Wallace becomes the 
great historical figure that many, Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt among others, have 
thought at one time or another he might 
be.

“On Greek affairs in 1944-45 I 
seemed to find myself out of step,” 
Churchill wrote in this article. 
“But today it seems I was pursu- 
ing the exact policy which, little 
more than two years later, the 
United States has adopted with 
strong conviction. 

“all the talk and denunciation 
of British imperialism in Greece 
was sheer nonsense. We had no 
special interest to serve, except 
the cause of freedom; and many 
others are involved in that. We 
sought and seek nothing from 
Greece but to give her a» fair 
chance of revival, and thus do our 
duty to which we had pledged our- 
selves by long sentiment and alli- 
ance.” 

Cites Communist Ambitions. 

Churchill further stated, in the 

hted article, that “the am-' 
bitions of this mighty Communist 
empire and oligarchy £0 far be- 
the dreams of Czarist days. 

The domination of the whple of 
the Balkan peninsula by Com- 
munist rule, under Soviet guid- 


ance, and the conquest, and prob-/ 


ably incorporation, of Turkey are 
nd two cammnodliate objects of Rus- 
sian desire.” 

Churchill asserted that Presi- 
dent Trumgn’s declaration of 
March 12, 1947, involves the deci- 
sion of the United States to take 
a leading part, so far as it is nec 
essary to world peace, in the East- 
ern Mediterranean, or what is 
commonly called the Middle. East. 

“Not only has the Communist 
peri] been recognized as the grav- 
est that now overhangs the 
world.” Churchill wrote, “but a 
series of measures of a resolute 
character has been taken to re- 
sist further encroachments and 
expansion by the Russian Soviet 
State in Europe and Asia.” 

Churchill added that the dec- 
laration of President Truman 
makes it plain that vital Ameri- 
can interests and duties exist In 
the Eastern Mediterranean and 
throughout the Middle East, and 
that the United States Govern- 
ment will not allow these inter- 
ests to be molested or undermined. 

It will be remembered that Pre- 
mier Stalin's immediate reaction 
to Churchill's Fulton speech was 
to denounce him as a “warmon- 
ger.” 

His Words at Fulton. 

Churchill's current reference to 
the statements he made in his 
Fulton speech prompts the Post- 
Dispatch to reprint that portion of 
the Fulton speech in which 
Churchill reviewed the interna- 
tional situation as he saw it at 
that time. At Fulton, Churchill 
said: 

“A shadow has fallen upon the 
scenes so lately lighted by the 
Allied victory. Nobody knows 
what Soviet Russia and its Com- 
munist International organization 
intends to do in the immediate 
future, or what are the limits if 
any to their expansive and prose- 
lytizing tendericies. 

“I have a streng admiration and 
regard for the valiant Russian 
people and for my wartime com- 
rade, Stalin. There is 
sympathy and go@i will in Britain 
—and I doubt not here also—to- 
wards the peoples of all the Rus- 
sias and a resolve to persevere 
through many differences and re- 
buffs in establishing lasting friend- 
ships. We understand the Russian 


need to be secure on her western | ‘th 


frontiers from all renewal of Ger- 
man ion. We welcome her 
to her rightful place among the 
leading nations of the world. 
Above all, we welcome constant, 
frequent and growing contacts be- 
tween the Russian people and our 
own people on both sides of the 
Atlantic. It is my duty, however, 
to place before you certain facts 
about the present (1946) position 
in Europe. 

“From Stettin in the Baltic to 
Trieste in the Adriatic, an iron 
curtain has descended across the 
continent. Behind that line lie all 
the capitals of the ancient states 
of central and eastern Europe. 
Warsaw, Berlin, Prague, Vienna, 
Budapest, Belgrade, Bucharest and 
Sofia, all these famous cities and 
the populations around them lie 
in the Soviet sphere and all are 
subject in one form or another, 
not only to Soviet influence but to 
a very high and _ increasing 
measure of control from Moscow. 

“Athens alone, with its immortal 
giories, is free to decide its future 
at an election under British, 
American and French observation. 


Assailed Polish Actions. 


“ The Russian-dominated Polish 
government has been encouraged 
to make enormous and wrongful 
inroads upon Germany, and mass 
expulsions of millions of Germans 
on a scale grievous and un- 
dreamed of are now taking place. 
The Communist parties, which 
were very small in all these east- 
ern states of Europe, have been 
raised to pre-eminence and power | 
far. beyond their numbers and are 
seeking everywhere to obtain to- 
talitarian control. Police govern- 
ments are prevailing in nearly 
every case, and so far, except in 
Czechoslovakia, there is no true 
democracy. Turkey and Persia 
are both profoundly alarmed and 


disturbed at the claims which are 
made upon them and at the pres- 
sure being exerted by the Moscow 
government.

For that reason 
the old doctrine of a balance of 
power is unsouhd. We cannot 
afford, if we can help it, to 
work on narrow margins, offer- 
ing temptations to a trial of 
strength. If the Western democ- 
racies stand together in strict 
adherence to the principles of 
the United Nations charter, their 
influence for furthering these 
principles will be immense and 
no one is likely to molest them. 
If, however, they become divided 
or falter in their duty, and if 
these all-important years are al- 
lowed to slip away, then indeed 
catastrophe may overcome us all. 


“Last time I saw it all coming, 
and cried aloud to my own fellow- 
countrymen and to the world, but 
no one paid any attention. Up till 
the year 1933 or even 1935, Ger- 
many might have been saved from 
the awful fate which has over- 
taken her and we might all have 
been spared the miseries Hitler 
let loose upon mankind. There 
never was a war in all history 
easier to prevent by timely action 
than the one which has just deso- 
lated such great areas of the 
globe. It could have been pre- 
vented without the firing of a 
single shot, and Germany might be 
powerful, prosperous and honored 
today, but no one would listen 
and one by one we were all sucked 
into the awful whirlpool. 


We surely must not let that 
happen again. This can only be 
achieved by reaching now, in 
1946, a good understanding on 
all points with Russia under the 
general authority of the United 
Nations Organization and by the 
maintenance of that good under- 
standing through many peaceful 
years, by the world instrument, 
supported by the whole strength 
of the English-speaking world 
and all its connections, 


“Let no man under-rate the abid- 
ing power of the British Empire 
and Commonwealth. Because you 
see the 46,000,000 in our island 
harassed about their food supply, 
of which they only grow one 
half, even in wartime, or be- 
cause we have difficulty in re- 
starting our industries and ex- 
port trade after six years of pas- 
sionate war effort, do not suppose 
that we shall not come through 
these dark years of privation as 
we have come through the glori- 
ous years of agony, or that half a 
century from now, you will not 
see 70 or 80,000,000 of Britons 
spread about the world and unit- 
ed in defense of our traditions, 
our way of life and of the world 
causes we and you espouse. 

“If the population of the English- 
speaking commonwealth be added 
to that of the United States, with 
all that such co-operation implies 
in the air, on ‘the seas and in 
science and industry, there will 
be no quivering, precarious bal- 
ance of power to offer its tempta- 
tion to ambition or adventure. On 
the contrary, there will be an over- 
whelming assurance of security. 
If we adhere faithfully to the 
charter of the United Nations and 
walk forward in sedate and sober 
strength, seeking no one’s land or 
treasure, or seeking to lay no ar- 
bitrary contro] on the thoughts of 
men, if all British moral and ma- 
terial forces and convictions are 
joined with your own in fraternal 
rassociation, the high roads of the 
future will be clear, not only for 
us but for all, not only for our 
time but for a century to come, 


MRS, ROOSEVELT BROADCASTS 
HER GOOD WISHES TO RUSSIA 


NEW YORK, April 12 (AP)— 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt today 
broadcast to the Soviet Union her 
wishes for “a speedy recovery 
from the tragic destruction you

It will have far-reaching politi-

Yet the political significance of 
such an assembly ia inescapable.

The Chinese Aelegation, repre- 
senting only ‘the Kuomintang, 
came from a country torn by civil 
war. 

The representatives of Iran and 
China were nominated by political 
parties intensely hostile to Soviet 
Russia; yet no less than three 
Asiatic Republics of the Soviet 
Union were also represented, in- 
cluding Stalin’s own Georgia. 

And the Indian hosts of the 
meeting showed their breadth of 
view by inviting observers from 
the United Kingdom, Australia, 
the United States and at least 
one Negro observer from Africa. 

Prospects for Unity. 

A meeting of this scope at once 
raises the question whether there 
is in fact, or whether there can 
be in the future, such a thing as 
the unity of Asia. 

Many old hands believe that 
there is not and never will be any 
such thing as real Asiatic unity. 
Economically, they point out, 
countries like Burma, Siam, and 
Indochina are all exporters of 
rice, -competing with each other 
on the Asiatic market and want- 
ing virtually nothing that they 
can buy from each other. For im- 
ports, especially of capital goods 
for industrialization, they must 
look outside of Asia altogether, to 
Europe and especially America. 

Even in such a thing as the 
unity of the Asiatic peoples, they 
point out, there is at least as 
much discord as there is unity. 
Chinese, they assert, are unpopular 
in almost every Asiatic community 
in which they live outside of 
China. The Indians are equally 
unpopular in countries like Burma, 


where they are uncomfortably 
prominent as “foreign” money- 
lenders and landlords. Even in 


India itself, the Moslem League 
»}boycotted the conference, accused 
it of being a Congress party stunt 
and therefore a Hindu stunt, 
though in fact a majority of the 
Indian delegates were not associ- 
ated with the Congress and a 
number of them were Moslems. 

On the:other hand, the record 
shows that the old hands and the 
men with the sahib outlook have 
in recent years been consistently 
and persistently wrong in political 
judgement-and obtuse in their esti- 
mate of psychological factors. It 
has become almost a rule of com- 
mon sense that if you bet against 
the sahib on all issues affecting 
the future, rather than the imme- 
diate present, you just can’t lose 
in the long run. 

Common Interests. 

A key to the answer lies in the 
fact that a thread of common in- 
terest does in reality link all the 
Asiatic countries and peoples. 

In the first place, none of them 
wants to see Western imperialism, 
which the war shattered in some

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countries and shook in others, im- 
posed on them again by force. 

In the second place, none of 
them wants to see the old political 
and strategic imperialism suc- 
ceeded by some new kind of eco- 
nomic imperialism, 

This kind of unity of common 
interest is bound to grow. It will 
slowly soften the harsh clashes 
of interest which also exist, and 
the savage hostilities of religion 
and culture which work havoc 
within some of the countries of 
Asia, like India, and between some 
of the peoples of Asia, like the 
Jews and the Arabs. 

There were omens of this trend 
of change at the Delhi conference. 


Though the Moslem League held it. 


aloof, indeepndent Moslems and 
Moslems who belong to the Con- 
gress attended, It was significant 
that an observer representing the 
Arab League declared, to his In- 
dian hosts, that the Arab League 
has now begun to share in the 
urge for freedom by India, “for 
your freedom is necessary for our 
freedom.” 

Equally significant was partici- 
pation in the conference by Tibet, 
the Outer Mongolian People’s Re- 
public, which was refused admis- 
sion by the United Nations, and 
three of the Soviet Asiatic Repub- 
lics: This is a widely different 
group of countries, but they are 
alike in one respect: this was the 
first time that any of them had 
attended a mutti-national confer- 
ence on a footing of equality. 

Moral Leadership. 

Even when the footing is one of 
equality, however, there is al- 
ways a question of leadership. The 
evidence is unmistakable that in 
Asia this meeting was consid- 
ered important enough to warrant 
competition for moral leadership 
in the common cause, 

Thus, a delegate from the 
Soviet Republic of Georgia 
stressed “the solving of the demo- 
cratic problems of the Asiatic peo- 
ples: in their efforts to hold their 
democratic rights.” 

Sutan Sjahrir of the Indonesian 
Republic stressed the sufferings 
of the countries of Asia during 
the war, and the urgent problems 
of reconstruction. 

The strongest bid of all, how- 
ever, was made by Jawaharlal 
Nehru, who is well aware of his 
qualifications for a place in world 
statesmanship as well as in the 
statesmanship of Asia and the 
politics of India. 

On the one hand, he charged 
Europe with having isolated Asi- 
atic countries from one another, 
and accused the West of having 
driven the peoples of Asia into 
endless wars and conflict; on the 
other hand, he expressed sym- 
pathy for the Jews of Europe. 

Finally, in a deft stroke against 
Jinnah’s Moslem League, which 
had claimed that only members 
of the Moslem League could prop- 
erly represent the Moslems of 
India, he made a statement calcu- 
lated to catch the attention of the 
Jews of Palestine and of Mos- 
lems both within India and in 
other countries, and calculated at 
the same time to undermine Brit- 
ish policy from Suez to Singapore. 

It would be possible for the 
Arabs and the Jews to solve their 
problems, he said, “if the third 
party disappeared from Palestine.” 


YOSHIDA TELLS PEOPLE JAPAN

Japanese Still 
Have Scars of 
Doolittle Raid 


Daring 1942 Foray 
Left Mark, but Is 
Chiefly Remem- 
bered for Terror.

TOKYO, April 12 (AP). 
UST, rubble and the crumbled 
ambitions of Japanese war- 
makers are Tokyo's unforget- 
table reminders of a _ daring 
American adventure of five years 
ago next Friday (April 18)—Lt. 
Gen, James Doolittle’s B-25 raid 

on Japan. 

It came without warning as the 
Japanese, smug in their early 
triumphs, went their unsuspecting 
way. ‘It was about noon April 18 
(Japanese date), 1942, No one ex- 
pected it. No one was ready for 


Compared with the great B-29 
raids that were to follow two 


years later, the Doolittle raid was 
a puny thing, and the destruction 
it did was not great; but the ter- 
ror it spread in Japan was price- 
less. Never again did Japan's 
millions sleep blissfully, and their 
navy steamed out to a crushing 
defeat when it tried desperately 
to extend the defense perimeter 
by grabbing Midway island. 


The Japanese did not even know 
where the Doolittle raiders came 
from, and as they strove to find 
out their ears rang with the 
Roosevelt taunt, “Shangri-la.” 


Wreckage Remains. 
Five years later, the ashes and 
twisted metal left by Doolittle’s 


men still mark their swoop on 
Tokyé, but the damage is swal- 
lowed up in the broad swaths of 
desolation left by the subsequent 
American raids. 

Today ragged children’ with 
dirty faces clack about on wooden 
sandals in the debris where their 
makeshift shack homes have 
sprung up. Some of them were 
not even born when Doolittle paid 
his call; they were born to the 
desolation, the fire and the fear 
poured from the sky by American 
Superfortresses. 

No ceremony by American oc- 
cupation troops will mark this an- 
niversary. In the big Jeiji build- 
ing, looking across the moat from 
the imperial palace, headquarters 
of the Far East Air Command 
will go calmly about its business.

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and social class is agreed that it 


will be a decision of the highest political importance whether 
Germany is to be split up or administered as a whole, where 


her eastern frontier is to be set, and what reparations she will have 
to pay, yet my knowledge of the German character tells me that 
solution of the problem is not to be sought either im“the frontier 


or the country or in money. 


It lies in the education of Ger- 
man youth. For me “De-nazifica- 
tion” and “democratizing” are 


‘lempty words. I can see only shame- 


lessness in the way the leaders 
of all German parties proclaim 
their innocence and assert their 
rights, and how the Allies have 
allowed this movement to develop 
in the past two years. 

For thirteen years, starting in 
1920, I and a dozen friends col- 
laborated in two small periodicals 
which attempted to combat the 
rise of that same arrogance after 
the first World War. We were 
powerless because the same pro- 
fessors and teachers were teach- 
ing young Germans from their 
sixth to their twenty-fourth year 
who had done so under the Kaiser. 

Appeals To U. S. Sympathy. 

Later on I observed the work 
of 600 German professors in the 
United States who had been sent 
out in the 1920’s to prove Ger- 
many’s innocence and to raise 
money. Puritans and sportsmen, 
nearly all Americans, praised the 
first mission as a manifestation 
of the “spirit o freconciliation.” 

The bankers were full of praice. 
One of the wealthiest of them said 
to me much later: “After all, 
there were some big commissions 
on the million-dollar loans.” 

When the American authorities 
recently dismissed 30 professors 
in Munich I wrote that out of 
6000 German professors 3000 ought 
to be dismissed—not punished, not 
driven out of the country, not 
gassed, but simply pensioned — 
which, together with a few thou- 
sand school teachers, would cost 
10 to 20 million dollars, a small 
sum in comparison with the astro- 
nomical figures to which we have 
become accustomed. 

I was told that there were no 
reliable substitutes for these men, 
but, of course, there are thou- 
sands of decent, young, well-edu- 
cated people who could teach the 
children and the students; Ger- 
mans, not Americans, not “con- 
querors” or even “neutrals,” who, 
even if they are not acquainted 
with all the fine points of Herder, 
could nevertheless provide a de- 
cent European education. 

I was told that this would cause 
dissatisfaction in the families. Of 
course it would! Without this dis- 
satisfaction there can be no re- 
education of Germany's youth. If 
numbers of Hitlers youths broke 
from their initially skeptical par- 
ents, they got their own way in 
the end and carried the old folks 
with them. 

To provide such re-education a 
plan would have to be drawn up 
at the Moscow Conference. The 
plan should list the books to be 
permitted and, in particular, those 
writings which would be pro- 
hibited and, if necessary, burned. 

“Humanist” Education. 

The central theme in al] this is 
what in the good old times was 
called “humanist,” for even the 


Nazis were not able to change the 


course of the stars, the minerals, 
plants and their significance. For 
what is it that makes German 
schoolchildren and students even 
now bearers of the war bacillus? 
Nothing but the’ previous instruc- 
tion they had in the German 
language, literature, history and 
philosophy. 


If serious-minded young teach- 
ers were patiently to explain that 
the question was not one of Ger 
many alone, but of all Europe, of 
which Germany was specially in- 
teresting to them as ‘their home- 
land; if they taught them by hun- 
dreds of examples the ancient law 
of sin and expiation; if they 
proved the falsifications of Ger- 
man historians, not sparing the 
mistakes of other nations, but 
pointing out their own instead of 
veiling them; if they showed the 
young people the best works of 
German minds and the best cus- 
toms of the conquerors by ez 
ample; if they preached tolerance 
in national and religious matters 
and pointed out clearly at the 
same time that the days of im- 
perialism and colonization are 
over—then children and students 
would begin to believe them, 

The plan can only be carried 
out under two conditions: New 
teachers and new textbooks. 

The future of Germany, and of 
peace, depends on these and not 
the Saar or the Polish frontier; 
for in whatever way these prob- 
lems are solved there still remains 
the old stock of teachers whose 
teaching is based only on the idea 
of revenge. 

Now Blaming the Victors. 

When I was traveling through 
Wuerzburg in 1945, I saw the slo 
gan chalked in white on half a 
dozen walls: “Think of Revenge!” 
And this at the moment of defeat 
and retréat! 

Today the leader of obviously 
the biggest political party in Ger- 
many has not feared to say 
openly: “Complete victory implies 
complete responsibility.” 

Under the very eyes of the vic- 
tors Berlin newspapers publish 
articles which, just as in 1920 and 
1922, maintain that the whole 
fault lay with the victors. When, 
in 1926, I published in the Weimar 
Republic a critical book on Wik 
helm II, a school director in Frei- 
burg was dismissed because he 
gave it as a prize, 

Nobody wants to reduce the 
number of calories in Germany or 
to let Germans freeze to death. 
Nobody wants to imprison the 
teachers or professors who shout- 
ed “Heil Hitler” for 12 years. But 
these teachers and professors 
must be rendered completely pow- 
erless, and German youth must be 
taught by quite new, decent and, 
if possible, young people—by Ger- 
mans, with German books, Ger 
man histories and German -poetry 
and fiction, 

Contempt of the Weimar Re 
public, with which German chil- 
dren grew up before our own 
eyes, the mockery directed against 
the new colors, the songs, the 
marches—all these were shame 
lessly exploited by the Nazis a 
decade before 1933. 

The Germans feel rather than 
think. In this they offer a great 
contrast to the French. That char- 
acteristic can and-must be more 
carefully exploited in the young 
and mobile soul, and can be uti- 
lized for educational purposes. 
Youth seeks and grasps ideals of- 
fered by its fathers and teachers. 

The problem of peace depends 
on the education of German youth 


and not on coal,

That some of the rich amateurs 
have served and are serving with 
eredit, ability and distinction to 
themselves and to the United 
States is not disputed; nor is it 
seriously argued that there will 
not always be room—and probably 
need—for new blood from private 
industry and business in the 
American foreign service, no mat- 
ter how professionalized its top 
brackets may become.

Examining Board. 

For the first time in history, a 
State Department examining 
board is starting around the 
world this week with full powers 
to @txamine and ‘appoint new 
foreign service officers. 

Under the G. I. provision of 
the new law, so many applica- 
tions have been received from 
promising candidates throughout 
the world that the board is going 
to them. The reason is that the 
men cannot come to the United 
States, either because they are 
still in uniform at far-flung Amer- 
ican outposts or because they 
have entered private business 
elsewhere in the world. 

The new veteran appointees 
are not being taken in at the 
bottom of the foreign service 
ladder, but in the middle ranks. 
This means that the new blood 
will be felt—particularly with the 
“promotion up or selection out” 
process—much more quickly than 
if these men had to start at the 
bottom and devote ten or fifteen 
years before making their in- 
fluence felt in the higher ranks. 

The transfusion of veterans’ 
blood does not mean that the 
United States is going to have a 
corps of “leatherneck” diplomats. 

It already has some career men 
with service in the Marines and 
other branches of the armed 
forces, just as the Marine Corps 
afd other armed forces have some 
diplomats in uniform, as has been 
demonstrated on numerous occa- 
sions. 

The transfusion does mean, 
however, that the men who have 
passed their lives in the civilian 
foreign service are going to be. 
augmented by a heavy addition of 
men who have hard-boiled mili- 
tary experience. 

Top-Level Co-ordination. 

At the very top level, too, there 
now is close co-ordination among 
State, War and Navy Depart- 
ments. This is something which 
existed more in theory than in 
fact that the military agencies, 
in a nation emergency, must take 
up where the diplomats leave off, 
and it should be axiomatic that 
one branch knows at all times the 
implications of what the other is 
doing. 

Another new feature in the 
foreign service is the reserve, 
somewhat similar to Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps Reserves, of 
qualified men who can be called 
to active duty when they. are 
needed. Foreign service officers 
will be brought home for “re- 
Americanization” much more 
often than the former once-in- 
three-years, which frequently was 
stretched to longer intervals. 

Men on both domestic and over- 
seas duty will get post-graduate 
work at a foreign service institute 
similar to the war colleges of the 
Army and Navy. Not only will 
they get the benefit, in their 
studies. at this institute,.of the 
experience of their seniors in the 
civilian foreign service, but they 
also will learn something about 
the thinking of Army and Navy 
officers who will lecture at the 
institute. 

All this, of course, is going to 
cost money, but the proponents of 
the reorganization act, both Re- 
publicans and Democrats, have 
argued that the additional cost a 
year will be less than the cost of 
one battleship—and battleships, 
airplanes and armies are what a 
nation needs in tremendous quan- 
tities when its diplomacy fails. °

Coal Firms Working to Preserve 
Father-Son Mine Job Tradition

IMES have changed in the grimy tunnels under the western 
Pennsylvania hills where the indigenous labor supply once 
seemed as limitless as the supply of bituminous coal. A genera- 


tion or so ago son followed father in the mole-like existence which 


is a miner’s life. 


It was not a heritage of love, 
but one of hard necessity. The 
father needed his s@n’s earnings 
to help feed an. unusually large 
family in times when wages were 
low and steady work was un- 
certain. 

Junior often became a bread- 
winner at the age of 13. Often 
he “sponsored” a younger brother 
as a working partner as soon as 
the small fry was big enough to 
swing a miner’s pick. 

Like most Americans, however, 
miners aspire to greener pastures 
for their children. 

Child Labor Laws Factor. 

Higher wages and more work 
days annually have helped fathers 
to carry the financial burden bet- 
ter alone. 
children out of the pits until they 
had received a reasonable fac- 
simile of a good education. Fa- 
thers helped them all they could 
and many insisted their offspring 
never would go into the mines. 

Many never have. 

(Reluctance of British coal min- 
ers to work in the mines or to 
train their sons to do so is felt by 
many observers to lie at the bot- 
tom of England’s dwindling coal 
production and acute shortage of 
fuel which brought about a dras- 
tic power shutdown in mid-win- 
ter, despite nationalization of the 
mines and improved working con- 
ditions designed to increase pro- 
duction vitally needed to shore up 
her prewar economy.) 

Although the father-son tradi- 
tion still persists in American 
mining communities, the defec- 
tions have been sufficient to cause 
big mining companies growing 
concern over future labor replace- 
ments, 

The average industry age of 
miners today is about 40, only 
slightly less than during the war 
years when the mining concerns 
felt seriously the lack of men. 

A taste of seeing how the rest 
of the world lived—albeit under 
abnormal conditions—turned many 
young, prewar miners away from 
the pits following a tour of duty 
with the armed services. 

Many Veterans Stay Away. 

The Pittsburgh Coal Co., largest 
subsidiary of the Pittsburgh Con- 
solidation Coal,: world’s biggest 
commercial producer, lost 1665 
men to the services and only 743 
returned to mining after the war. 

A few of these losses were in 
casualties but the vast majority 
turned elsewhere for employment. 

“We figured about an 80 per 
cent return after the war,” a com- 
pany spokesman said. “But the 
picture wasn’t so good after the 
young miners got a taste of out- 
side life.” 

This company is doing every- 
thing possible in the admittedly 


tough chore of making mining at- 


Child labor laws kept. 


tractive as a trade. It hag supplied 
machinery and an instructor for a 
mining class at a high school] near 
one of its bigger mines, Montour 
No. 10, at Library, not far from 
Pittsburgh. 

“The biggest obstacle is the 
opinion that the work is excep- 
tionally dangerous, besides being 
underground,” a company spokes- 
man explained. “However, safety 
laws and measures instituted by 
ourselves Make mining as acci- 
dent-free as any other industry. 

“We do find some miners re- 
turning to the pits after a whirl 
at steel mill work. They disliked 
the mass -production tempo in the 
mills, preferring the individualism 
of a miner working alone or in 
a@ small crew.” 

Miners Divided on Issue. 

Interviews with veteran miners 
found them about divided on the 
subject of their sons going into 
the pits. 

“T swore if I had any children, 
they’d get an education,” said 
William Fike, 58 years old, a 
miner since he was 18. “Mine 


’work means a man misses lots of 


sunshine.” 

His son, Jesse, a former Geneva 
College football star, manages a 
lake steamship line in Cleveland. 

“My son (11 years old) already 
has decided he’s not going to be a 
miner,” said Frank Morouse, 46, 
who was a merchant seaman for 
five years until a brother’s illness 
brought him “back home” to the 
mines, despite his love for the sea. 

Frank Harper, 42, Scotch-born 
miner working in the pits since 
he was 14, said: “I see nothing the 
matter with mining. It’s just as 
good in the mines as it is in the 
steel mill.” 

Son With Him. 

His son, John, 19, a marine vet- 
eran of Saipan, works in the mines 
with his dad. 

“It’s good pay and better than 
the Marines,” John declared, “At 
least I can do what I want when 
the day is over.” 

Jim Campbell, a 49-year mining 
veteran at 60, has a son, Jim, 
working in the mines. Jim tried 
factory work, but liked mining 
better. 

The father-son tradition runs 
quite strong in the captive mines 
of the Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Corp. Tony Blazus Jr., a “war 
hero, returned to mining which 
also employs his dad and brother. 

Martin Wazaniak and his three 
sons are another J. & L. family 
mining team, along with Andy No- 
vak and his seven sons, Nick Wan- 
check and his brood, as well as 
many others, 

All coal companies, however, 
are bending every effort to pre- 
serve the tradition as well as to 
make the trade attractive to new- 
comers, 


Properly Studied.

HAT is the fate of the glider 

as an adjunct to air transpor- 

tation? The question has im- 
plications in both civil and mili- 
tary fields. The first reaction to 
the question by airmen today will 
be a shrug of the shoulders, Did 
not the glider emerge from the 
war with a very black eye, in 
spite of its heroic role? Is not a 
glider circling to land over a tar- 
get area the most vulnerable of 
sitting ducks? Did not many of 
them pitch in the English Channel 
because they could not follow 
their tow ships through the im- 
penetrable fogs? Were not many 
men lost when gliders crashed 
head-on against ground obstacles 
during fast landing rolls? 

Probably no weapon used in the 
late war was as little perfected as 
the glider, Yet of all carriers, 
none other delivered a higher per- 
centage of the load committed to 
it for effective immediate use 
against the enemy. The weakness 
of the glider was not a weakness 
of principle, but of development 
and of technique in utility. 

At the recent Fort Benning 
maneuvers, the writer had ex- 
pected to see modern gliders em- 
ploying modern techniques. What 
he saw was a brilliant and prac- 
tical use of an old tool with all 
its fundamental weaknesses. 

In the first place, the machines 
still open at the nose, In the sec- 
ond place, the technique of stop- 
ping a‘fast landing roll shows lit- 
tle improvement. And most la- 
mentable of all, gliders are still 
being towed on long ropes in- 
stead of by short tow bars which 
make the glider virtually a part 
of the tow plane and enable it 
to go anywhere and at any speed 
the tow plane goes. 

There are two aerial ways of 
getting men and supply swiftly 
face to face with an enemy. One 
is by parachute—a very rugged 
method requiring very tough 
young men and materials. The 
second is by glider—also rough 
on men and materials, but less 
so than by chute, and* especially 
less rough on materials. 

Development of the use of the 
parachute continues, and much is 
expected from the ribbon variety. 
All well and good. But where is 
the development of the glider? 
What of the tow car, the rocket 
harpoon brake, the vertical de- 
scent spoilers and other tech- 
niques at which I might hint? 

Too Much’ Shoulder Shrugging. 


Outside of a few chafing ex- 
perts in the aircarrier field, I 
found too much shoulder-shrug- 
ging and lassitude in respect to 
gliders. The experts take the 
viewpoint that we have one of 
two alternatives—abandon gliders 
or get to work and do something 
about them. The writer cannot 
agree. Where the security of the 
nation is concerned we have no 
—repeat—no alternatives. 


I do not know what form the 
future fighter or bomber aircraft 
will assume. I do know that the 
function of transportation is the 
one fixed quantity in air power. 
The glider is a part of that pic- 
ture. Any possibility that is a part 
of that picture is a “must” in 
policy. 

Until the glider and its tech- 
niques in use are thoroughly ex- 
ploited, nobody is justified in 
whimpering of the limitations of 
air commerce or military mobility. 
If we cannot have sky trains for 
peace and war, we might as well 
admit the airplane is a glorified 
locomotive with a plus caboose, 
and air traffic a game of chess.

terson axis of the American press, 
and by diatribes on the floor of 
Congress. The President’s mes- 
sage on Greece and Turkey was 
pronounced worthy of Hitler. 

If Russia’s policy is “expand- 
ing,” its champions inquire, what 
of the American war against Mex- 
ico in 1845, with its huge seizures 
of territory? And what of the 
intrigue involved in the construc- 
tion of the Panama Canal? 

Certainly Russia has annexed 
bordering lands and extended its 
spheres of influence. The stated 
purpose was to obtain geograph- 
ical security. The United States, 
it is declared, has done just the 
same, for the identical’ ena, 
through conquest or purchase, 
Fingers are pointed at the Louisi- 
ana Territory, Florida, the Oregon 
country, Texas and California, 
Hawaii and Alaska; and also at 
the expansion of Yankee hege- 
mony in Latin America. 

American Imperialism. 

Modern proof of American im- 
perialism, in Russian eyes, is 
‘found’ in the occupation of Japan 
and of bases in the Pacific, naval 
patrols in the Eastern Mediterra- 
nean and atom bomb tests at 
Bikini, The refusal of Washing- 
ton to scrap all atomic stockpiles 
is taken as evidence of hostile de- 
signs. So are test maneuvers of 
Americans and Canadians in the 


Arctic, Even the Byrd expedition 
to the Antarctic is suspected of 


being a practice operation in 
frigid waters. | 

Churchill’s aim in advocating 
invasion through the Balkans in- 


stead of Normandy, the Russians | 


suggest, was to insure that the 
end of the war would leave Eng- 
land and America in possession of 
the Balkan countries. His speech 
at Fulton, Mo., in Truma.i’s pres- 
ence, was denounced as the open- 
ing gun for a new crusade against 
the Soviet Union by reactionaries 
all over the world. 

From the beginning of the Bol- 
shevik regime, “monopoly capital” 
has been represented as engaging 
in a “grand conspiracy”. against 
the Soviet cause, Adduced as evi- 
dence are allied expeditions 
against the Red regime after 
World War I, long years of ostra- 
cism and the appeasement of 
Franco in Spain, Mussolini in 
Ethiopia, Hitler at Munich and 
Hirohito in China. In the Russian 
view, the money powers rushed to 
the Kremlin to save their lives in 
1941, and as soon as victory was 
gained reverted to their “Fascist” 
objectives. 

The American retort is that the 
Soviet Union always has been and 
continues to be dedicated to a 
single immutable goal, the world 
triumph of Communism, Gyra- 
tious of policy are interpreted as 
specimens of the “zigzag” tactics 
of advance and retreat that. were 
contrived by Nikolai Lenin. The 
morality of the Politburo, past 
and present, is imputed likewise 


to Lenin. In fighting the party’s 
holy war, he counseled, all weap- 
ons are legitimate — “any ruse, 
cunning, unlawful method, eva- 
sion and concealment of truth.” 

Such hope as lingered that the 
leopard had changed its spots is 
said to have been dispelled by a 
speech delivered by Stalin Feb. 9 
of last year. He declared that 
wars in general are not provoked 
by individual statesmen but result 
from crises which are inevitable 
under “monopoly capitalism.” The 
conflict of 1941-45, in his judg- 
ment, served to establish the su- 
periority of the Soviet Union over 
all non-Soviet orders, in equilib- 
rium and strength to survive. 

Reversal of Relations. 

The reversal of Soviet-American 
relations was signalized in small 
by a war episode only fragments 
of which have been published. 
Late in April, 1945, the writer 
joined an ‘outpost of the Sixth Ar- 
mored Division across the Milde 
river from Rochlitz, in Saxony. 
We knew the Russians were some- 
where ahead, but German detach- 
ments were still fighting in the 
corridor between us. A G-2 officer 
managed to isolate the wave 
length of the Soviet military radio, 

Nazi operators jammed the sig- 
nal with choruses of “Ach, du 
lieber Augustin” and quips in good 
American such as: “What are you 
scared of, Yanks? Come on and 
meet your Bolshevik pals!”

the same. “Little American broth- 
ers,” a voice would plead, “where 
are you? We are waiting for you, 
darling little. American brothers!” 

It was not long before United 
States Army personnel and news- 
men crossed 25 miles of “No Man’s 
Land” and were ferried over the 
turbulent Elbe in racing shells, as 
the Germans had dynamited 
bridges and larger craft. With 
fabulous hospitality we were wel- 
comed into the Soviet lines, Rarely 
have strangers been so caressed 
and doted on. We banqueted at 
tables sagging with food and were 
drowned in champagne, brandy 
and vodka. 

The Americans in turn were 
enamored of their warm-hearted, 
swaggering benefactors, . “These 
guys,” one chanted after another, 
“ar. more like our own dogfaces 
than anyone we've found in Eu- 
rope.” Between G.I. Joe and Ivan 
Ivanovich a beautiful friendship 
was in the making. 

Two days afterward. traffic 
across the river was suddenly 
blacked out, All along the Soviet 
front an iron curtain clanged 
down. The N.K.V.D., Russia’s gse- 
cret political police, had caught up 
and taken over, Within a few 
months, in Berlin, Yank and Red 
divisions were fighting a vendetta. 
Wearers of either uniform who 
straggled into the wrong zone 
were lucky not to be shot at sight.

I was ushered into the presence 
of a tall, stately looking man well 
over six feet, with a face that bore 
the grave serenity of a philosopher 
and with a bearing of princely 


courtesy. Dark glasses hid his 
eyes, but the auburn contended 
with the gray in his beard, there 
were lines of power in his figure, 
his voice was deep and agreeable, 
and despite the numerous physical 
afflictions of which I had heard, 
this man of 64 looked as strong as 
a horse. Was I comfortable at the 
hotel? I was. After the briefest 
of interviews, my host said I was 
to go down to the hotel dock and 
he would come along in a boat. 

This was Joseph Pulitzer. The: 
issue of a new American postage 
stamp in his honor on the cen- 
tennial anniversary of hjs birth— 
a distinction never b@ore ac- 
corded an editor—certifies my 
opinion. * 

A Perilous Mission! 


Some weeks before, I had joined 
the World editorial page on his 
invitation, an honor perhaps above 
all others which in that period 
could come to a newspaper writer. 
Intellectual hazing was a tradition 
under the big gilt dome that 
housed his newspaper, and maybe 
my associates were indulging in it 
when they pictured the terrors of 
my mission to Bar Harbor, and 
the return of prior pilgrims in a 
state of physical collapse. But 
they did seem solicitous, and dili- 
gently they coached me. J. P., as 
they called him, was evidently a 
Holy Terror! 

I must never hesitate for a 
word, they said, must speak with 
precision and candor, nor ever 
talk loudly. Being both blind and 
acutely sensitive to sound, my 
new chief would judge me largely 
by my voice, If he disliked it, 
God help me! Well, having 
studied voice for two years at the 
Oberlin Conservatory of Music, I 
hoped to get by on that point; as 
to everything else, I concluded 
that the cards were stacked either 
for or against me at the start. In 
a cheerfully fatalistic mood 
dropped into the office of Don 
Seitz, to say good-by on my way to 
the train. Ralph Pulitzer, the 
eldest son, was there, 

“Well, what's your state of 
mind, and have you any last mes- 
sage?” was Mr. Seitz’s greeting. 

I replied by quoting the words 
of a familiar valedictory address: 
“My boat is launched, but where’s 
the shore?” 

“We know where the shore is 
all right,” said the World's busi- 
ness manager, “but we are in some 
doubt about the boat. All three 
laughed, the two others more 
heartily. 

“Find a Breeze.” 

I shift the scene to another 
boat, that into which I stepped 
the following morning at Bar 
Harbor. “Find a breeze,” said 
Joseph Pulitzer, and we headed 
toward less land-locked waters. 
When a stiff wind was blowing 
and his boat was driving into the 
teeth of it, its master thought, or 
thought he thought, to most ad- 
vantage; and when his craft was 
fighting a hurricane, some distant 
Viking strain in his blood took 
command of this sightless, nerv- 
ous invalid, and he was again the 
adventurous, dominating chieftain 
riding the storms in which his 
life was pitched. 

With him were his second son— 
“Young Joe” the office called him 
—now publisher of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, and one of the 
father’s platoon of secretaries. 
Though of partly Jewish blood, 
J. P. usually picked his secretaries 
from the sons of Episcopalian 
ministers. 

His son helped me out of a jam 
on that first trip by quietly slip- 
ping me the World’s editorial 
page, which enabled me to answer 
a characteristic trick question by 
the father: What was the exact 
title of one of the editorials of 
which I had spoken highly? Thus 
we two put something over on a 
man who could not see—a com- 
mon practice with his secretaries 
also. The point is that, although 
the World’s proprietor was blind 
and frequently had, or professed 
to have, headaches which made 
him averse—if you took him en- 
tirely at his word—to mental 
trials of strength, he was usually 
so much more than a match for 
other men in intellect and subtlety 
that common humanity induced 
his entourage to undertake mis- 
sions of rescue, 


The $64 Question. 


On that first trip came the $64 
question upon which I had been 
coached in New York: What did 
I think of the World's editorial 
page? J. P. handed me his watch, 
an immense gold repeater which 
struck the hours and their quar- 
ters with a faint chiming sound, 
so he could always tell about what 
time it was. “You have 10 min- 
utes,” he said. “Shoot.” 

I had been advised to be utterly 
candid and with a young man’s 
folly I was! I said, and believed, 
that the World had the most 
powerful and pungent editorial 
page of any American newspaper 
I knew, and that I usually agreed 
with its policies; but I did -have 
fault to find with its tone. A 
jeering or a grudging note was 
too often in evidence. It did not 
sufficiently recognize the service 
and motives of honorable and use- 
ful men. Mr. Pulitzer demanded 
examples, and I had them ready. 


He seemed to take this all right. 


FTER breakfast in a beach hotel at Bar Harbor in July 1911, 
I called at Chatwold to present my respects to, and await the 
commands of, the most formidable figure in the newspaper 
field of the time and perhaps the most interesting person on the 


Indeed, he declared that he had 
asked me to join the World be- 
cause of a “similitude” which he 
had noted between his thinking 
and my writing on the New York 
Mail—“though perhaps, with some 
difference in caliber!” 

However, you couldn't always 
tell what he was thinking. My 
answer must have angered him, 
for that night he sent a memo to 
Frank Cobb, his editor in chief, 
and there was thunder below the 
horizon, of which I was unaware 
until I read Don Seitz’s biography 
a dozen years afterward. 

The next night J. P. sent Cobb 
another memo of which his secre- 
tary showed me a copy. He had 
adopted my criticism entirely and 
almost my language, and said he 
had always objected to the 
World’s tone, and now definitely 
it must amend its ways! A month 
afterward, he sent a third memo, 
inscribed “in great haste” and be- 
ginning: “My dear Cobb: Please 
expunge my foolish and unjust 
remark about Firestone.” 

That's the only one of the three 
about me that I never saw, It 
must have been a hot one! 

A Napoleonic Trait. 


While J, P. did not take me as 
seriously as I took myself, I rather 
think he liked me, He was really 
in very gracious mood when final- 
ly I bade him farewell and turned 
my face toward New York. His 
biographer recites that he had one 
Napoleonic habit; when he was 
pleased with a man, he pulled his 
ear. As I thanked him for all his 
kindness, he reached down from 
his horse—he was just starting out 
for a ride with a companion—and 
seized my ear. “Young man,” he 
said, “I have let you off easy; I 
scarcely know why.” 

In the World offices the next 
day his son Ralph asked, “How 
did you get along with father?” 

“IT can answer that with statis- 
tics,” I replied, “I was in Bar Har- 
bor five days and gained four 
pounds.” 

Ralph laughed. “For heaven's 
sake never tell father that,” he ex- 
claimed, “He’ll think he wasn’t in 
good form!” 

There were subsequent mani- 
festations of my chief's interest. 
Once he wrote Cobb that I “chose 
such loathsome topics”’—this be- 
cause, with an eventual travel 
book in mind, I had been reading 
up on vagabonds, traditional fig- 
ures of the road, and took edi- 
torial notice when they got in the 
news. Once he declared I was 
“deficient in sarcasm”—a literary 
mood which he valued—and sent 
to England for “The Letters of 
Junius” which he gave me. 

Moved Up. 


Less ambiguous was the Pulit- 
zer ukase, shifting me from the 
rank of an editorial writer on the 
Morning World to that of chief 
editorial writer on the Evening 
World, which had about the same 
circulation—300,000, I think—but 
devoted more news and editorial 
attention to local matters. 

And now for What Might Have 
Been: Had the World's chief lived 
to 1912, I believe he would have 
come out for the renomination of 
William H. Taft for President— 
though he jabbed his administra- 
tion, he admired him, as he did 
men of the judicial temperament 
—and the World would have 
crossed political lines to support 
him. So Frank Cobb told me in 
1919. It seemed to me fantastic 
then, but in the light of events it 
does not seem so now. 

Joseph Pulitzer lived in, by, and 
for the editorial page. Every day 
on his boat he would tell me: “For 
the time being, you are the editor 
of the New York World, and what 
are we going to do about it?” I 
had to have the answers ready. 
Not these, but some. of his own 
views as voiced on the boat or 
passed on to me in the World 
Tower: “My heart is in the edi- 
torial page,” he said. “An editorial 
must be attractive and under- 
standable.” It must be “simple 
enough to be understood by a 12- 
year-old boy, and yet sound 
enough to command the respect 
of a Supreme Court Justice.” The 
motto, “Accuracy—Terseness—Ac- 
curacy” was pasted on the walls 
of the news and editorial rooms. 
Once J.P. sent a writer this mes- 
sage: “Tell him to take 20 hours 
to his editorial and to get it into 
20 lines.” Once he told me, “Be- 
ware of ever taking luncheon with 
a politician.” 

One of J.P.’s maxims I had 
typed and pasted on my desk: 
“Take the other slant.” For an 
editorial writer I believe these 
four words carry more guns than 
any other in the language. 

Joseph Pulitzer always spoke of 
his editorial writers as “my gen- 
tlemen.” There was a touch of 
Dumas in that. I rather think he 
fancied himself as another Cardi- 
nal Richelieu and us as his Muske- 
teers—and that was how we felt 
about it. We cussed him out 
among ourselves, and fought for 
him against all comers, and be- 
cause he was blind and cussed us 
out and believed in us, maybe we 
fought harder for him than most 
men fight for anybody. 


1388 Jap Rice Farmers Arrested.

WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP). 
S6 .—"s UNLIKELY” has 


been written dispiritedly 

across the face of President 
Truman’s two reorganization 
plans of last year, 
Now completed, the plans were 
suggested because in 1945 Con- 
gress asked the President to “re- 
duce expenditures and promote 
economy.” He could reduce 
agencies where possible, abolish 
them or at least “eliminate over- 
lapping.” 

Truman sent three plans to 
Capitol Hill. Congress turned one 
down because it. asked for a 
national housing agency, and 
Congress didn’t want it. 


The two that went into effect 
merged some agencies, moved 
others around, abolished a few 
minor chores, 


But the changes are “unlikely” 
to mean much relief for the tax- 
payer, say the experts who work 
for Senator Harry F. Byrd’s joint 
Committee on Non-essentia] Ex- 
penditures. The experts find that, 
for all the changes, about the 
same number of people go on 
working for the Government. 

Their last tabulated report 
shows what happened from De- 
cember to January. The Govern- 
ment lost only 999 employes more 
than it added. That’s excluding 
the War and Navy Departments. 
Include their civilian personnel 
and there is a noticeable decrease 
of 22,521 persons. But most of 
them were working outside the 
United States. 

Increase in Personnel. 


The biggest increase in person- 
nel came in the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission, just 
being organized, It increased from 
21 to 4089 employes. The Veter- 
ans’ Administration put on 2978; 
the Housing Expediter’s Office 
1974; Interior Department 658; 
Federal Works Agency (which 
already had 24,457 employes) 183, 
and the Labor Department 113. 

The biggest drop was in the 
War Assets Administration, which 


744. 

“Reorganization” is an old head- 
ache in Washington. It boils up 
‘periodically when Congress tries 
to cut expenses or when Congress 
stops to ask “what's going on?” 

President Taft made the first 
major try. In 1911 he set up an 
agency with a wistful name, Com- 
mission on Economy and Effi- 
ciency. By 1921 it got some re- 
sults. It set up the Budget Bureau, 
the expense watch-dog. , 

President Hoover tried to reor- 
ganize, but a Democratic Congress 
blocked him. 

Attempt by F.D.R. 

President Roosevelt tried it as 
the depression-born agencies 
mushroomed. He threw together 
several related ones into three 
new agencies: Federal Works, 
Federal Security and Federal 
Loan. 

The last try was the 1945 act, 
over which the Byrd Committee 
experts shake their head. They 
say the personnel lists look as 
though whole blocks of people 
just left one part of Uncle Sam’s 
payroll to show up in another 
part. 

“About al] that was abolished 
was names of agencies,” says one 
expert. 

The Children’s Bureau left the 
Labor Department for the Federal 
Security Agency. The Interior De- 
partment gets a new “Bureau of 
Land Management” by: merging 
(but keeping) two old divisions, 
The Agriculture Department takes 
under its roof four independent 
agencies which have been kicking 
around since New Deal days: Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Agency, Sur- 
plus Marketing Administration, 
Crop Insurance Corp., and Com- 
modity Credit Corp. 

The one man in Washington 
who has ding-donged consistently 
over the confusion in Government 
machinery is Senator Byrd, who 
made himself a national reputa- 
tion when he was governor of his 
state, Virginia. He pruned Vi» 
ginia’s more than 100 departments 
down to 13. Virginia got reduced 
taxes. 

But Washington is bigger than 
Richmond, and Byrd hasn't even 
had a nibble on one of his ideas 
which seems simple enough. He 
would like the departments to get 
together at least on what they call 
things. It would make the work 
of writing the budget simpler, and 
Byrd thinks it might mean tax 
savings. 

Confusion of Terms, 

Here is how words add to Wash- 
ington fog: 

There are bureaus, divisions, of- 
fices, administratigns, authorities, 
services, surveys—and they don’t. 
mean the same thing in any two 
departments. Congress budgeteers 
have no quick way of deciding 
whether a survey director in one 
department has as much responsi- 
bility as a bureau chief or admin- 
istrator in another, and hence no 
way of knowing whether the pay 
is right or could be cut. 

Only the State Department and 
the Post Office are clear in this 
sector. All State Department work 
comes under some “office,” such 
as “Office of European Affairs.” 
Under all offices are divisions, 
such as “Division of Southern Eu- 
ropean Affairs.” The Post Office 
works on a bureau-division set-up. 
Byrd’s committee has found that 
22 Government agencies work on 
housing, 93 on lending, 46 conduct 
investigations, 64 worry about 
business relations, 29 get up statis- 
tics, 44 do something about farm- 
er, 27 work on labor relations, 24 
make maps. 

But the Budget Bureau points 
out Congress passes the laws and 
asks that specific jobs be done. As 
long as the work is around work- 
ers have to be here to do it.

Promotion of the construction of 
a non-profit co-operative apart- 
ment building, which would be the 
first such structure of major size 
in St. Louis, has been undertaken 
by Fred M. Saigh Jr., lawyer and 
St. Louis businessman.

Proposes No Profit. 

The financial structure of Saigh’s 
proposed co-operative would vary 
from that of similar buildings in 
the East and in Cleveland and Chi- 
cago, primarily in that such build- 
ings have in the past been put up 
by speculative builders who wrote 
a profit for themselves into the 
sale price of the various units and 
sold them after erection of the 
building. 

Saigh proposes to sell the entire 
project in advance, with 40 per 
cent down payment on each unit, 
deposited in escrow with some St. 
Louis bank or trust company, Pay- 
ment of the remainder would be 
made over a 20-year period, month- 
ly, like rent, with a prorated sum 
included for operating expenses, 
No profit .for the promoters 
would be written into the _ sale 
price of the units, Saigh said, al- 
though he expects to gain indirect- 
ly from the development of such 
a project. 

Initially, as # civic project, it

Although no complete national | 


figures are available on the num- 
ber of urbanites who have bought 
in rural districts since V-J Day, 
Strout suggests about 300,000, add- 
ing that it is “only the roughest 
kind of a guess.” Of this num- 
ber, because of their wrong choice 
of a farm or business, or their 
dissatisfaction with country life, 
or other reasons, probably not 
more than half will be expected to 
be found living and working in 
the country 10 years from now. 
Expects Aid to Cities. 

But they will be, Mr. Strout 
says, “seasoned fruralists,” and 
they will have done a great deal 
towards improving the _ cultural 
and business conditions of the 
areas in which they reside. “You'll 
find your former urbanite on the 
county school boards,” Strout 
said. “He'll be a leader of the 
co-op in his territory, and you'll 
find him behind new agricultural 
and merchandising programs.” 

As an illustration of the aid to 
cities being given by modernized 
rural areas, Strout said that an 

ricultural program sponsored 

former urban dwellers in Por- 
terville, Calif., had contributed to 
the extension of air freight serv- 
ice to the town. Now, farm pro- 
duce is being flown daily from 
Porterville to the large California 
cities—and another market has 
been expanded for urban products, 


= including the daily newspapers. 


Developments of this kind, he 
states, are taking place almost 
daily’ in many other parts of 
America. Combined with high- 
way and electrification programs, 
and greater efficiencies in the 
production of livestock and field 
crops, they will help to expand 
the rural market for urban pro- 
ducts and services and thereby 
add to the prosperity of America’s 
cities.

FRENCH GARRISON 
BEING BESIEGED 
IN MADAGASCAR 


Dispatches Say Rebels 
Took Advantage of 
Bad Flying Weather to 


Concentrate Forces. 


PARIS, April 12 (AP) — A 
French garrison at Andapa in 
northern Madagascar has been 
surrounded and is being attacked 
by insurgents, French dispatches 
reported on the thirteenth day of 


a rebellion which has cost scores 
of lives. 

Andapa, 350 miles north of Tan- 

anarive, the island capital, was 
attacked by rebels who took ad- 
vantage of bad flying weather to 
concentrate their forces while 
French reconnaissance planes 
were grounded. 
- Planes were dispatched from 
Antalaha, on the coast 50 miles 
northeast of Andapa, to deliver 
food and ammunition to the be- 
leaguered garrison. 

The Andapa attack was the 
latest in a series of isolated out- 
breaks that have occurred from 
end to end of the 900-mile-long is- 
land since March 31. 

French administrators, who have 
declared the revolt would be 
speedily put down, have sent 
planes and troop reinforcements 
from other parts of the empire, in- 
cluding North Africa where unrest 
also has alarmed the French cabi- 
net, 

Authorities at Tananarive an- 
nounced the arrest of two mem- 
bers of the Madagascar Chamber 
of Deputies and one member of 
the Legislature’s Upper House, 
the Council of the Republic. 
Charges against them were not an- 
nounced. 

Madagascar High Commissioner 
Jean Coppet declared in a speech 
yesterday that the attacks were 
“premeditated” by an island+wide 
organization. 

“The French are in Madagascar 
and they are going to stay,” he 
said. 

Premier Paul Ramadier has 
blamed the outbreak on the Mala- 
gasy Renovation party. 

Elsewhere in France’s troubled 
colonia] lands, Messali Hadj, Alge- 
rian nationalist, was warned by 
the French Governor General of 
Algeria to tone down his speeches. 
The Governor General said the 
North African nationalist had 
been inciting his followers to vio- 
lence. 

A general staff communique 
from Indochina reported sharp 
fighting around the cathedral) in 
Thai-Binh, near the mouth of the 
Rouge River. The French said 
they liberated 20 Catholic priests 
and nuns, who had taken refuge 
in the cathedral, and captured 25 
Viet-Namese.

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Many Other Countries 
Admitting Immigrants 
on Selective Basis 
U. S. Debates Policy. 


MONTREAL, April 12 (AP)— 
The International Labor Office 
has released a survey of immigra- 
tion regulations in 23 countries 
which states that the majority 
are facilitating the admission of 
foreigners whom they deem “qual- 
ified to contribute” to their na- 
tional economy. 

France and Britain, as well as 
most of the South American coun- 
tries, are among the nations found 
to be following the trend toward 
selective immigration. 

In the United States, however, 
the report found that “the diver- 
gence of opinion concerning im- 
migration in the new Congress is 
even wider than before.” Nearly 
300 bills have been introduced in 
Congress to revise existing immi- 
gration laws — some of which 
would make possible the admis- 
sion of more immigrants, especial- 
ly displaced persons, while others 
would make restrictions even 


tighter. 

Immigration trends in the prin- 
cipal countries surveyed were re- 
ported as follows by the ILO; 

United Kingdom— The general 
policy for immigration as stated 
by the Home Secretary is to “pro- 
mote the national economy and 
relieve distress by admitting im- 
migrants who satisfy (Britain) 
that they are desirable, so far as 
may be done without detriment 
to the interests of the existing 
population.” Recruitment of 2000 
Italians with foundry experience 
and 800 other skilled workers be- 
gan early in 1947, and recruitment 
of other groups is continuing. 

New economic plans 
call for 430,000 foreign workers to 


be admitted by the end of 1947 | 


and 1,500,000 by 1950. 

Belgium — An agreement has 
been worked out with Italy where- 
by 50,000 Italian workers are to be 
employed in coal mines. 

Canada — The government is 
completing a survey on which it 
expects to base a general immi- 
gration policy. Meanwhile, exten- 
sion of existing regulations per- 
mits ddmission of farm settlers 
aera Tasca Ber such industries as 
mining, lumbering and logging. 

Mexico—15,000 families have ap- 
plied for admission as farm set- 
tlers and the Goverment has an- 
nounced it will give all possible 
facilities to such immigrants. 
Mexico is re-examining its immi- 
gration regulations. 

Argentina—50,000 farmers, fish- 
ermen, industrial technicians and 

workers to be admitted 
annually. The Government also 
expects to admit 5000 Italian 
workers, artisans and technicians 
monthly. 

Brazil] — Industrial technicians 
and farm workers are being given 
preference; recruitment of Italian, 
German and Portuguese workers 
as well as selected displaced per- 
sons is being considered. 

Chile—Workers in metal trades, 
food processing, textiles and wood 
working, fishermen and farm set- 
tlers are given preference. 

Venezuela—15 European im- 
migrants to be admitted in 1947, 
of whom 40 per cent will be farm- 
ers and the remainder artisans or 
technicians. 

Australia—A minimum of 35,000 

immigrants has been set as the 
goal for 1947. 

New Zealand—Coal miners, lum- 
bermen, nurses and domestic ser- 
vants are welcomed. 

Union of South Africa—It has 
been proposed that the country 
adopt a policy of recruiting suit- 
able immigrants, especially skilled 


workers, 
and Switzerland—Both 
men with admission of 
skilled foreign workers for sea- 
gonal work or for restricted pe- 
ri

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War Orphans Are Happy in Foster Homes 
in St. Louis But Can't Forget Horrors of Their 


Existence as Slave Laborers for Nazis

ACKIE FRANCZAK is a 15- 

year-old Central High School 

freshman who is going out for 
spring football and hopes to 
“make the line.” Basia Lewin is a 
sweater-and-skirted bobby -soxer 
who likes phonograph records, 
boys, and bright lipstick. Salek 
Rozen, Alex Gelbart, and Henry 
Schneckendorf are three husky 
looking teen-agers with big appe- 
tites and their delight is in alter- 
nately teasing and spoiling their 
three-year-old foster brother. 


Superficially these five young- 
asters, except for their foreign- 
sounding names and a certain 
maturity of manner, might be 
any five inhabitants of that never- 
never land of American adoles- 
cence, Actually they are quite 
different from the teen-agers they 
resemble; they are grown-up chil- 
“se who have never known child- 


Jackie, for example, still won- 
ders what has happened to his 
parents since that day in 1945 
when his father was taken to a 
concentration camp and he was 
moved from Cracow, Poland to a 
Czechoslovakian farm as a siave 
laborer for the Germans. Basia 
eonfesses that she still wakes up, 
erying and trembling, from night- 
mares that she is back in the 
Ghetto in Covne, Lithuania, where 
as a nine-year old child she dug 
ditches, was bullied and beaten, 
and watched her fellow prisoners 
methodically murdered. 

Menry has a tendency to lower 
his head while speaking. He seems 
self-conscious about the scar on 
his chin and his missing teeth, 
both the result of a blow from 
an 8.8. guard at a concentration 
camp. Salek and Alex are cheer- 
ful and conversational but they 
do not like to talk about the 
future. For two boys who weighed 
less than 60 pounds respectively 
when they were liberated by the 
Russians they find the present 
miracle enough. 

These five, who relate their 
stories of horror in a commonplace 
and matter of fact way that is 
almost as chilling as the recital 
itself, are among the 11 war or- 
phans who have found homes in 
St. Louis since the end of the war. 
More than 700 of these children 
from American occupied zones in 
Europe have been brought to this 
eountry since quota immigration 
was revived.

Upon their arrival in St. Louis, 
war orphans are placed under the 
care of various social agencies, 
most active of which has been the 
Jewish Children’s Welfare Asso- 
ciation.

Both Alex and Salek, or Sol, as 
he’s called now, went to Ausch- 
witz first from their home town of 
Lodz, Poland. Alex’s father was 
a fabric merchant and there were 
six in the family; he has no idea 
what happened to them. In Sol’s 
there were five, his father who 
‘was a baker, his mother, an older 
brother, and an eight-year-old sis- 
ter. 

“My mom and sister were put In 
the cremdtorium right away,” he 
said calmly. “I don’t know what 
happened to my father, My broth- 
er and I were separated and I 
have just had word that he ig now 
in Palestine. Young children,” he 
gianced at 3-year-old Sarry Han- 
delman playing nearby, “were 
killed, but I was 12 years old so 
they put me to work, first in the 
coal mines, then in a plant mak- 
ing airplane parts. I was at 
Auschwitz a year, then Gross- 
Rosen, then another camp, and it 
was terrible every place. No camp 
was better than the others. They 
were all bad, so bad I couldn't 
begin to tell you.” 

An indication of conditions may 
be gained from Sol’s weight rec- 
ord. He weighed 60 pounds on his 
release—‘‘so thin, like one finger,” 
he smiles, holding up his little 
finger—and he now weighs 175 
pounds and is still gaining. In his 
firet seven weeks here he gained 
seven pounds, or as he put it, with 
pride if with some transposition, 
“A week a pound,” 

Half a block away from the 
Handelman home the street is be- 
ing paved and the sound reminds 
Alex of his first job in a-concen- 
tration camp, digging stones out 
of the ground to be used in paving

“And every time we went out to 
work,” he recalls, “of 50 who were 
sent out, only 40 came back.

“They tattooed numbers on us 
here and here,” he explained, indi- 
cating his knees and chest, “and 
on a dog tag. They took all our 
clothes and gave us a shirt and 
pair of pants like a pajama. In 
three years at camp my clothes 
were changed one time,” 

Like the others, Alex was lib- 
erated by the Russians, after being 
moved around for a month in rail- 
road cars under constant bombing 
attack. Helping stack up the dead 
was one of Alex's last jobs. 

Henry, who is 17 years old, is 
the youngest of the three, quiet 
and unsmiling. Henry came from 
Borysiaw, Poland, and in 1944 he, 
his parents, and sister were placed 
in the Warsaw Ghetto. During the 
pogrom there he and his sister 
were shot as they walked along 
the street and his sister was killed 
instantly. Henry and his father 
waited until dark before they 
dared recover her body. From the 
ghetto they were moved to Plas- 
zow, then Henry’s mother was sent 
to Auschwitz and was never heard 
from again. He and his father 
were sent to Mauthausen in. Aus- 
tria and his father was then 
transferred to Camp Melk to work 
in an airplane factory. Friends 
later told Henry his father was 
beaten to death there. 

Just before liberation Henry was 
in the death march from Mau- 
thausen to Gunstkirchen in which 
for two days and two nights the 
prisoners were driven over the 
roads by their captors with noth- 
ing to eat and no stops. Less than 
25 per cent survived the march. 
Another survivor, Adam Wnhnuczek, 
is among the war orphans in St, 
Louis now, and lives with Mrs, 
Madelyn Anspacher, 705 Interdrive, 
University City.

Basia was 9 at the time but with 
the others she was marched to 
work each day, Clad in men’s 
clothing, sizes too big for her, she 
dug ditches at a German airfield, 
each day a witness to indiscrim- 
inate murder. 

“Five times I was at death’s 
door,” Basia says, her voice trem- 
bling, “but the killing was only a 
little part, Four years it went on 


and every day something worse 


happened.” 
From the Ghetto Basia was 
taken to Stuttdorf concentration 


camp, where she became No. 42590* 


— ‘a number I will carry in my 
mind’ forever.” 
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FTER the war, Basia was 

taken to a D.P. camp at Fel- 

terfinck by UNRRA and 
thence to a children’s center near 
Munich, 

“One day a Miss Shapiro came 
around and asked who would like 
to go to America,” Basia said. “TI 
was alone. I had no one in the 
world, so I said to myself, I might 
as well go to the Frei Land-——the 
free land.” 

Basia is now so plump-that she 
has started to diet, and her merry 
brown eyes mirror an active sense 
of humor, which borders on the 
sardonic, She responds to friend- 
liness quickly and expansively but 
she withdraws almost as quickly. 


“T think I'd like to be a nurse 
maybe,” Basia says of her future. 

Another youngster, whose story 
reads like a boy's adventure story 
but who is a man because of it, 
is Zygmunt Franczak, renamed 
“Jackie” by American troops who 
befriended him in Europe, Jackie 
now lives with one of these men, 
leo Traska, and his wife, at 
1117A St. Louls avenue, 

“T was a cook in the Army,” 
ex-T-4 Traska explains, “when I 
met Jackie, I was with the 743d 
Tank Battalion and we had 
stayed on as occupation troops in 
northern Germany, We were on 
top of a hill, getting our kitchen 
set up in a horse barn one day, 
when Jackie and a friend of his 
came in and said they wanted to 
work in the kitchen. He stayed 
there with us and just before we 
left, he said he'd like to come to 
the States, so I asked him if he'd 
like to live with me.” 

When he feturned to St. Louis, 
Traska communicated with the St. 
Louis Children’s Aid Society and 
the United States Committee for 
the Care of European Children 
and through them Jackie was 
brought here, Jackie, who speaks 
excellent English, was born in 
Katowice, Poland, and was about 
8 years old hen “maneuvers” 
that Polish officials told them of 
turned out to be full-scale occu- 
pation by the Germans, Jackie's 
father, a well-to-do shoe manufac- 
turer, had been among those who

Germans came to search our house 
and found a shortwave radio,” 
Jackie says. “They took my father 
to a concentration camp. They 
told my mother they'd bring him 
back in a week but they never did, 
After the war I went back to 
Poland to try to find my mother 
but no one was there, The house 
was all busted from artillery 
shells, So I went back to Germany 
and joined an American outfit 
and lived with them until I came 


here,” 
S taken away Jackie was picked 
up in a street round-up. 

“The Gestapo blocked off the 
street and picked up everyone 
within the boundaries,” he said, 
“They took me to Czechoslovakia 
to work on a farm, They didn’t 
treat me good but I was better off 
than a lot of people and I figured 
I was lucky they didn’t take me 
to a concentration camp, Also I 
could speak German so I could 
look out for myself that way.” 

From the time he was taken to 
the farm, Jackie began planning 
his escape and finally in the con- 
fused chaos of the end of the war 
he managed it. 

“T had prepared myself in ad- 
vance,” he said. “We were paid 
five marks, about a dollar a 
month, just enough for paper to 
write letters. I saved mine until 
I had about five dollars, I dressed 
myself as a Germah boy and acted 
as a German, and bought a train 
ticket for Prague. American 
bombers — Thunderbolts — were 
bombing the trains so we didn’t 
get all the way, but I rode about 
a hundred miles and then I walked 
over a hundred miles. It took me 
about a week to walk the distance, 
about the same time it had taken 
on the train. .Then I found the 
American ,troops and met Leo,” 

Jackie celebrated his first day 
in St. Louis by eating his first ba- 
nana split and with the aid of 
such delicacies and a good diet 
he has more than gained back 
the 40 pounds he loat on the farm.

In two years Traska, a Krey 
Packing House employe, hopes to 
adopt Jackie. Adoption is the ex- 
ception rather than the rule in 
cases of war orphans, however. 
Marcel Kovarsky, chairman of the 
Jewish Children’s Welfare Asso- 
ciation, points out that relatively 
few of the Jewish children are 
available for adoption because of 
the uncertainty of their parents’ 
whereabouts, 

“It has been found that it is 
far better to find foster homes 
than to allow these children to be 
adopted,” Chairman Dutson ex- 
plained the stand of the United 
States Committee for the Care of 
Kuropean Children. “After they 
have adapted themselves to an 
American way of living and can 
forgtt the horrors they have gone 
through, many of them will be 
available for adoption, however.”

OLLYWOOD’S bad aspects al-

country house's two delightful 
directors — Marjorie Williams 
and Frances Peck — to remain 
away overnights on trips.

THERE ARE NO restrictions, 
no curfew, no rigid meal-times, no 
prohibition against taking a drink 
or holding a small cocktail party 
in one’s bungalow. They get mov- 
les long before the films are re- 
leased to the public. They -play 
bingo at night and gin and poker. 
The house is supported chiefly by 
the $7000 a week realized from the 
Screen Guild show (C.B.8.), whose 
talent—the best—is donated. Con- 
tributors, from every salary range 
in the industry, have helped the 
work.

The Wildflowers 


Spring Beauty at 
Possum Trot Farm 
By Leonard Hall 


ODAY there are more signs of spring than we've seen so 
T far this year. Daffodils and hyacinths are in full bloom 
and we've discovered at least one peony bed in the yard. 
Leaf buds are appearing on shrubs and fruit trees and the 
bees are out in force. Early 
this morning I hiked across 
the ridge Yield to see wheth- 
er the oats had sprouted 
and, sure enough, down the 
long drill rows there is the 
faintest sign of green. The 
terrace outlet which was 
graded down late last au- 
tumn and sowed to rye, 
redtop and timothy — with 
sweet clover and serecia les- 
pedeza added on the recent 
snow—is the greenest spot 
in the countryside and will 
have established a good, 
heavy sod by mid-summer. 
This means that when we 
terrace this field, the wa- 
terway will be ready to 
carry off surplus rainfall, 
with no danger of ditches 
getting a start. Out in the 
woods along the bluff, wild flowers are pushing through the 
cover of oak leates. Bloodroot is opening its creamy white 
petals and spring beauty is blossoming. In the meadows, the 
tiny bluets are in flower. There are long tassels on the witch 
hazel and yellow buds on the spice bush along the creek. One 
or two more warm, sunny days and everything will burst 
forth with a rush. We made the round of the east fields again 
this afternoon and found the low, marshy spots literally alive 
with woodcock—by all odds the greatest spring flight I’ve ever 
observed. On a tiny island in the pond we saw a long-legged 
shore bird tipping up and down, but too far away for easy 
identification, So we ducked down behind the dam and crept 
up for a closer view through the binoculars, which revealed the 
bird to be a greater yellow-legs. An easy mark for gunners 
along the sea coasts where he is shot over cut-out decoys, 
the yellow-legs is no longer plentiful but will generally be seen 
along the Mississippi flyway in spring on his long trek to 
breeding grounds in the far-off Arctic. 
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There were both woodcock and Wilsons snipe in 
the marshy ground. Often the former would rise almost 
under our feet, circle and come down only a few yards 
from their starting point. But search as we might, we 
were never able to find one of the birds on the ground 
through our glasses. On alighting, they would dis- 
appear into the grassy cover as completely as if they 
had gone underground. 
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@ LATER IN THE DAY, mama and I hiked to the sweet 
clover field on the creek at the north end of the farm. This 
will be our first real spring pasture for the cattle and it is 
coming along, now, after a late start. There has to be some 
fencing done here. While I was counting the number of fence 
posts needed for the job, mama wandered off down through 
the woods toward our water-gap, searching for wild flowers. 
There is a long, deep pool running to the boundary line—a 
favorite resting place for small bands of ducks during the 
migratory seasons. As I headed back, I saw mama beckoning 
and arrived in time to see a pair of wood ducks floating on 
the pool. We'd hardly gotten a good look at them when 
Chipper also discovered them—and away she went and away 
they went, circling around and passing overhead on their way 
upstream. These beautiful waterfowl—the drake is the most 
brilliantly colored of all our wild ducks—are one of the few 
to nest this far south and also one of the few to nest in trees. 
Generally they pick an old hollow tree close to a stream or 
pond, but they will also use nesting boxes designed for them 
and we're going to get out a half dozen along the creek and 
over near the big pond without delay. 
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@ WHEN I WENT OUT to feed the cattle their evening 
meal, I saw the first swallows and believe I correctly identi- 
fied them as tree swallows. This brought our total for the 
last two weeks up to 51 species, which isn’t too bad for the 
small amount of time we have to go a’birding. Saturday. 
afternoon and Sunday, it seems, are times to catch up on all 
the odds and ends—to gather together the loose ends of all 
jobs which have been going forward during the week. Yester- 
day it was a bit of painting, a few hours spent on the yard 
and plowing up the vegetable garden and drilling into it a 
good dose of fertilizer. We hag rye planted here during the 
winter but the hens had kept it pretty well eaten down, so 
that it didn’t furnish much in the way of green:manure. Late 
yesterday, well after sundown, we managed to get the first 
row of vegetables of the season planted—Bibb lettuce, endive, 
parsley and spinach. Tomorrow will follow peas, onion sets, 
beets and turnips which will get us off to a fair start, although 
there’s still a piece of ground down below the old barn which 
was once a hog lot and which we hope to get plowed up for a 
few rows of early potatoes, 
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We're looking forward to a shipment of shrubs 
which will be used to start foundation plantings around 
the house—the new evergreen barberry, Paul Scarlet 
roses, lilacs, forsythia, fragrant mock orange and some 
others. This week we set out a number of small black 
haws, a deciduous holly and one or two bittersweet 
vines which came down from the old Possum Trot last 
fall and have been heeled in all winter. 
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@ THERE'S BEEN AN INCREASE in our livestock. The 

‘ gray barn cat, which goes by the appropriate name of “Mother,” 
presented us with three gray kittens. Mama discovered them 
under the front porch, but after two days “Mother” moved 
them to a spot which she had selected beforehand. When we 
went out to feed the hens, there were cat and kittens curled 
up snugly in the end nest. It’s the nest most of the hens like 
to use for laying their eggs, but they seem entirely reconciled 
to their new neighbor. We now have to leave the hen house 
door open all night—but I expect “Mother” will protect our 
interests against any roving skunk or fox or possum. Well— 
a full moon_ia, rising above Buford Mountain and its black 
silhouette/stands out sharp against the sky. In the valley 
below, we can see the lights of our neighbors’ houses, The 
day has been long and it is time a farmer was in bed.

To Shampoo 


Your Hair

OUR HAIR BEAUTY depends 
y upon a proper shampoo. When 

speaking of a proper shampoo, 
consider the soap or cleanser you 
use, the kind of water, the way 
you apply the shampoo and re- 
move it and the manner in which 
you. dry your hair. You have a 
choice of shampoos—soap, soap- 
less, dry, cream, egg and herbal. 
It is up to you to discover which 
type of shampoo brings greater 
beauty to your hair. 
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A SOAPLESS shampoo is a sun- 
dry of sulfonated oila which are 
cleansers and readily soluble in 
water, but must be removed by 
very thorough rinsing after appli- 
cation, 

The cream shampoo is a form of 
soapless shampoo, It is rubbed on 
the wet hair, worked up into a 
lather and then rinsed thorough- 
ly. Some hair, particularly fine 
hair, does not respond too well to 
this type as it strips the hair 
thoroughly and softens it so that 
it is unmanageable after the 
shampoo. Coarse-haired women 
seem to like it. 

You are familiar with the bar 
soap and liquid soap shampoos. 
Each is applied to wet hair, 
worked into a lather, rinsed and 
then-applied ‘the second time and 
rinsed very thoroughly for several] 
minutes.

THE EGG SHAMPOO now may 
be purchased 
but it is not as effective as the 
old-fashioned egg shampoo which 
is resorted to by many women 
who live in hard water areas. 
The yolks of eggs are whipped 
up and applied to the wet hair, 
worked all over the hair and scalp, 
rinsed thoroughly. Then the 
whipped whites are applied in like 
manner, permitted to remain sev- 
eral minutes as-a “hair masque” 
and then rinsed off thoroughly 
with warm water. An egg sham- 
poo usually leaves the hair with a 
lovely luster.

THE NORMAL SCALP requires 
washing every 10 days,\or two 
weeks. Some oily scalps must be 
washed every week. Women with 
dry and sensitive scalps should 
not shampoo more frequently than 
every three weeks, but they must 
use prepared scalp cleansers and 
tonics and daily brushings to keep 
their scalp and hair clean be- 
tween water shampoos.

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JOHN FRANK, THE SEXTON, 
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WHO WAS FOUND BRUTALLY 
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MURDERED IN HIS WORKSHOP IN THE BASEMENT OF THE CHURCH,

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 12 

HE boy wandered into the 
T church in the late afternoon of 

April 1, sat down at the organ 
and began to play softly. This 
wasn’t an uncommon occurrence 
in his case. His father was rector 
of the church and he often went 
there to play the organ. 

It was unusual only in that the 
empty church seemed to have a 
strong fascination for him and 
he spent a great deal of his time 
there, alone, playing the organ, or 
just sitting quietly. Sometimes he 
would go down to the basement of 
the building and talk to John 
Frank, the 58year-old sexton, who 
had a small workshop in one cor- 
ner. 

As he sat playing the organ he 
began to feel an overpowering 
urge to kill someone. It grew on 
him until he could no longer resist 
it, even if he had wanted to. He 


left the organ and went to the 
sextoh’s basement workshop. 


Casually, he asked to borrow a 
hammer to fix the organ. The 
sexton handed him one, he hefted 
it and said it was too light. The 
sexton handed him a ball-peén 
hammer with a long handle and 
a head that weighed two pounds. 

Then the boy dropped some 
money out of his overcoat pocket 
and the sexton stooped to help 
him pick it up. The boy told him 
there was still a half dollar under 
some debris on the floor. The 
sexton stooped again, the boy 
raised the hammer and brought 
it down with all his strength. 


People came and went in the 
church that night and the next 
morning, all unaware that the 
dead and multilated body of the 
sexton lay in the workshop. At 
6:30 that night the church choir 
met for practice. A small boy 
wandered into the basement hop- 
ing to find someone to play ping- 
pong with. There was no one 
there so he spent an hour or s0 
batting a ping-pong ball against 
the wall of the room which held 
the workshop. 

The next morning the members 
of the Ladies’ Guild spent three 
hours cleaning the church cafe- 
teria which is in the basement ad- 
joining the workshop. About the 
middie of the afternoon, Ted 
Packwood, the senior warden of 
the church, went tu the basement. 
He was about to leave when he 
noticed the sexton’s cap and jack- 
et folded and placed in a corner 
of the basement removed from 


‘took him on a tri 


where he usually kept them. Mild- 
ly curious, Packwood walked to 
the workshop door and looked in. 
Frank’s body was partially under 
a chair. His glasses hung from a 
rung of another chair. 


His head was battered in and 
later examination by the police 
revealed that the murderer had 
taken an electric drill with a long 
steel bit and bored it into the 
dead man’s neck and body. The 
hammer had been used with such 
force that the thick handle had 
broken of at the head, The head 
of the hammer was found on the 
floor. The handle, which was miss- 
ing: when the body was found and 
which suddenly turned up in the 
shop two days later, provided a 
secondary mystery in itself, one 
which police have still to solve. 


News of the murder spread 
through the town and left people 
stunned and mystified. While 
Frank was not a prominent man, 
he was well liked. As a young 
motorcycle officer back in 1916, 


he had answered a routine police 


call and had been first to learn 
that Mrs. Oscar McDaniel, wife 
of the prosecuting attorney, had 
been murdered in her home—a 
murder which remained, ironically 
enough. St. Joseph’s most famous 
nee Frank’s murder 31 years 
ater. 


After leaving the police force he 
worked as chauffeur for several 
wealthy families in St. Joseph and 
was considered a trusted em- 
ploye. One of his employers even 
to Europe.

HILE the police may have

Then last Monday, they went to 
Central High School, where Stu- 
art is a sophomore, and had his 
teacher call him out, along with 
three other boys, to divert possi- 
ble suspicion of his class mates. 
A detective then told him they 
wanted him to come down to 
headquarters for a talk. Casually, 
almost off-handedly, . he said 
“okay,” and nothing more. If he

felt any fear, or even nervousness, 
he didn’t reveal it. 

After a few preliminary ques- 
tions they asked him bluntly if he 
killed John Frank. The confession 
of murder which followed, coupled 
with the calm, nonchalant manner 
in which it was delivered, had 
even the police looking open- 
mouthed at one another. 

“It was almost ridiculous,” said 
one police officer later, “to see 
that skinny little feller—he only 
weighs 114 pounds—sitting there 
telling that story. You just could 
hardly believe it.” 

But there seemed little doubt 
when Stuart had finished, of its 
truth. He told in detail how, while 
playing the’ organ, the urge to kill 
came over him, just as it had 
many times before: “This desire 
to kill came over me—it didn’t 
matter who.”

NVESTIGATION into his per- 

sonality by detectives had al- 

ready revealed a number of 
things about him. He took no part 
in athletics and had little interest 
in school organizations or activi- 
ties of any kind.

Like Heirens, he 
felt it was best he had been caught 
when he was, before he killed 
others, 

He said he had mentioned the 
urge to murder about two months 
ago to his foster father. “When I 
told him about it, he just laughed 
it off.” After the boy’s arrest it 
was revealed to him for the first 
time that he was adopted, That 
revelation, he told reporters, came 
as a greater shock to him than 
the realization he had committed 
a murder, 

Arraigned the next day, he was 
charged with first degree murder 
and ordered held without bond. 
Still displaying no emotion, he sat 
in his cell and read newspaper ac- 
counts of his case, commented on 
his pictures, 

Asked if he were sorry for what 
he had done, he replied, “I have 
no remorse at all.” He laughed

Steak

F the high cost of living {is 

worrying you and you have to 

speak sternly to your butcher 
about turning down that rib roast 
and holding out for a Swiss steak, 
dont feel too bad. Here’s a way 
to make a Swiss steak give sir- 
loin a run for its money. 

Buy three pounds of Swiss 
steak, cut about two and one- 
half inches thick. Wipe the meat 
with a damp cloth and into it 
pound two-thirds cup flour mixed 
with salt and pepper to taste. This 
takes a while, but is worth it. 
Pound and rub into each side as 
much as it will take, set it aside 
for half an hour and repeat the 
process. All the flour must be 
absorbed before the job is done. 

Fry a small piece of suet in a 
skillet, discard the pieces and 
leave the hot fat in the pan. 
Brown the floured steak quickly 
in this, on both sides. Then trans- 
fer it to a Dutch oven, sprinkle 
it with a little cayenne, a tea- 
spoon marjoram, one-half tea- 
spoon savory, one minced onion, 
a clove of minced garlic, one-half 
cup of white wine and one-half 
cup of boiling water.

COVER AND SIMMER for about 
two hours, basting often with the 
pan liquid. Check for seasoning, 
add if needed, cook about 10 min- 
utes longer and that’s that. Use 
the liquid in the pan as gravy, 
after cutting the meat into serv- 
ing pieces. 

If you don’t care to use wine 
in this, substitute tomato juice. 
In this case, add a little basil 
to the other herbs in the mixture. 
The steak should be of a melting 
tenderness and deliciously fla- 
vored. I would suggest sprigs of 
crisped watercress to go with it 
and perhaps grilled mushrooms, 
shoestring potatoes and aspara-

STRAWBERRY PIE: A straw- 
berry chiffon pie is always sure 
to make a hit and seems espe- 
cially appropriate to springtime, 
Soak a tablespoon of gelatin in a 
little cold water, as usual, while 
you beat up four egg yolks with 
one-half cup of sugar, a table- 
spoon of lemon juice and one-half 
teaspoon salt. Cook in the top of 
a double boiler, stirring, until 
. thickened, Then add the softened 

gelatin. Keep atirring and when 
the gelatin has dissolved, toss in 
one cup of crushed strawberries 
and juice. Beat wel with a ro- 
tary beater and then let cool. 

When mixture begins to jell, 
fold in the atiffly beaten egg 
whites, to which one-fourth cup of 
sugar has been added. Turn into 
a baked pie shell and chill well 
until filling is firm. Garnish with 
sweetened whipped cream and 
whole strawberries. If you like, 
whip just a little brandy into the 
cream first.

T LEAST ON THE STAGE, youth, like unaged whisky and | 
green apples, in too large doses has a deleterious effect on me. | 
It is for this reason that a show like “Barefoot Boy With | 
Cheek,” which is loaded to the brim with adolescents, doesn’t capti- 
vate me as it possibly may others, Gazing for two and a half hours 
m a stage full of kids strainfully merchanting a physical exuberance 
in the fond hope of persuading me that my own lost youth is an 
unbearable tragedy is not my idea of either convincing philésophy 
or grand entertainment. After even 20 minutes of watching the 
goslings I am firmly satisfied that if by some Faustian mumbo- 
jumbo I again should be metamorphosed into a 19-year-old—and, | 
worse still, a 19-year-old in a musical show—I’d take poison. | 
There is always another thing I am impressed with at these | 
youthful exhibits, and that is that, while the performers are un- 
questionably young by the calendar, they often appear to be. old | 
before their years like those other victims of child labor one used to | 
observe in the South. I have, in fact, yet to see one of these song |

FOR MANY YEARS, one of the chief occupations of the drama 
has been the devising of ways and means to bring together in the 
game room with some degree of plausibility characters who in the 
ordinary course of events wouldn’t possibly be there. Thus, if it 
hasn't been a fugitive from the police, it has been a carriage or 
automobile that has broken down in the middle of the night; if not 
a violent storm, a quarantine; if not a burglar, ever personable, a 
young woman the victim of amnesia; or if not a slightly older one 
fleeing for one reason or another, usually connubial, to the nearest 
refuge, a Russian headwaiter who escaped from the Revolution and 
is really a Grand Duke incognito. Lately, it hag been the housing 
shortage. Only a few weeks ago we had it in “It Takes Two,” and 
- now we have it again not only in Konstantine Siminov’s “The Whole

the soup to have the best of fla- 
vor. Also good soup won't be made 
if the fowl boils and boils in its 
liquid. It must be simmered and 
only until meat ig tender, never 
enough to fall off the bones. If 
cooking continues until meat is 
too tender, the life is boiled out 
of both chicken and soup. 


There is nothing better to serve 
with excellent chicken soup than 
excellent egg dumplings. If you 
have never made these. you may 
think there is a mistake in the 
amount of flour because the bat- 
ter is thin. Old time cooks 
often added the batter to the 
soup through a narrow tubed fun- 
nel, They poured the batter into 
the funnel as they held their 
finger over the bottom. Then they 
opened up the bottom just enough 
to allow the batter to pour into 
the soup in a thin stream. They 
closed the funnel from time to 
time to break dumplings up into 
portions. 


Because the dumpling batter is 
thin, it cooks quickly and the 
soup should be served the in- 
stant the dumplings are done.

Chicken Soup with Egg Dump- 
lings. 


Soup: four pound stewing 
chicken, one branch celéry, one 
small onion, one small carrot, 
three teaspoons salt, one and one- 
half quarts cold water. Dump- 


flour, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon baking pow- 
der, one cup water. 


Clean chicken inside and out 
and drain thoroughly. Cut into 
serving-sized pieces. Fit pieces 
compactly into stewing kettle, add 
celery, onion and carrot cut in 
quarters, the salt, then the cold 
water. Heat to boiling, then re- 
duce heat, cover tightly, and sim- 
mer until chicken is just tender, 
or for about two hours, Lift out 
chicken and vegetables. There 
should be one and one-half quarts 
of good-strength chicken broth. 
Heat to boiling. 


Have dumpling batter made as 
follows. Sift flour, then measure, 
resift with salt and baking pow- 
der. Beat egg, add water, then 
add the flour mixture beating 
thoroughly with egg beater only 
until dough is smooth. Batter 
should be thin. Drizzle batter 
into soup by pouring it) into a 
small colander and letting batter 
drip from holes into soup or let 
drizzle quickly from the tip of a 
spoon. Cover and cook at the 
boiling point for three or four 
minutes. Serve piping hot with a 
dash of paprika or a light sprin- 
kling of freshly chopped parsley.

However, this is not true 
of the parents, most of whom have 
decided sectional accents. Am I 
right in thinking that radio and 
talking pictures may be bringing 
about an evolution in the speech 
of the country as a whole?” 

In my opinion there is no doubt 
that we Americans are rapidly 
learning to talk the same lan- 
guage, as the saying goes. Sec- 
tional accents, of course, are the 
result of isolation. This is true 
the world over. In England, for 
example, so many widely differ- 
ent dialects exist that a man from 
one county often is unable to un- 
derstand the speech of the man 
in the adjoining county. 

This is not the case in Amer- 
ica. While different sections of 
the country do have a somewhat 
distinctive accent, the average 
American may journey from one 
end of the country to the next and 
not experience any difficulty in 
understanding or in being under- 
stood. 

And these slight differences in 
accent are being greatly modi- 
fied, if, indeed, they are not al- 
ready in the process of disappear- 
ing. For in America there is no 
isolation any. meee. 


EVERY HAMLET and cross- 
roads enjoys the same motion pic- 
ture fare that entertains the. thea- 
tergoers of the metropolis. The

known. Publishers of dictionaries 
and textbooks on speech and pro- 
nunciation find themselves hard 
pressed to meet the increasing 
demand for their publications... 
Thousands of young people are 
storming the country radio sta- 
tions and networks, offering them- 
selves in any capacity that they 
may learn to become broadcasters. 
Of course, speech standardiza- 
tion does not mean that the 
Southerner’s speech will not al- 
ways be softer and slower, that 


the Northerner will not continue 


to speak at a more rapid clip, 
that the “braown cadw” twang 
will entirely disappear from the 
Southwesterner’s speech. 

But, it seems to me, it is in- 
evitable that the mass production 
of radio and motion picture neu- 
tral speech will temper to a re- 
markable degree all American ac- 
cents. 

And we'll be a stronger, more 


unified nation for it. We'll irri- 
tate one another less, we'll under- 
stand one another better, for our 
speech will place less emphasis 
on being a New Yorker, a Texan, 
a Bostonian, and more emphasis 
on being an American. 

And I can’t see anything wrong 
with that, can you? 


Pot au Feu 

A famous French dish is the 
Pot au Feu—as delicious as it is 
thrifty, too. Peel about six car- 
rots and four turnips. Peel an 
onion and stick two or three 
cloves in it. Take four leeks, cut 
off the green parts and split the 
leeks in half lengthwise. Put a 
three-pound beef brisket in a ket- 
tle and cover with about three 
pints of cold water. Heat to boil- 
ing point and skim. Then add the 
vegetables, an herb bouquet, a 
large marrow bone split by the 
butcher and a good dash of salt. 
Simmer gently for five or six 
hours. 

Let cool. Then pour off, the 
juices and strain through cheese- 
cloth. Reheat, season to taste 
with salt, pepper and a little but- 
ter and serve from a big tureen 
into deep soup plates in which 
slices of toasted bread have been 
placed. This is the soup course. 

The meat is put on a big plat- 
ter, carved and surrounded by the 
vegetables. It is seasoned with 
salt and pepper and usually served 
with mustard or a hot relish to 
offset its blandness from so much 
cooking. 


Cornmeal Waffles 


Down Virginia way they make 
cornmeal waffles that make break- 
fast a meal to look forward to. 
Cook one-half cup water-ground 
white corn meal in one and one- 
half cups boiling water until it is 
soft. Then add a teaspoon of salt 
and a cup of milk. Let this mix- 
ture cool. Now, sift one and one- 
half cups flour and one-fourth cup 
sugar and three teaspoons baking 
powder. Add to these two well- 
beaten eggs and a couple of 
tablespoons of melted butter. Mix 
well, Last; add the cornmeal! mix- 
ture. You may have to add a 
little more hot milk to make the 
batter thin enough to pour. Make 
as you would any waffle and 
serve with melted we and 
plenty of butter,

It began back in the days when 
Central Americans were united in 
revolt against the Spanish king, 
and a little later, in revolt against 
Mexico. From those two revolu- 
tions came the five little Céntral 
American Republics known today 
as Nicaragua, Costa Rica, ‘Hon- 
duras, El Salvador and ‘Guate- 
mala. 

When they were trying to throw 
off the European yoke, the battle 
shifted from Mexico to Costa 
Rica, and from Guatemala to 
Honduras, When one area: was 
fighting the Spanish, another had 
already won freedom or was. back 
under Spanish control and waiting 
for its second wind,

However, while Guate- 
mala City gets more than its share 
of. exiles from the other Central 
American republics, and Mexico 
City has plenty of them too, Nica- 
ragua, Honduras, El] Salvador and 
Costa Rica also harbor them in 
significant numbers. 

Sometimes these exiles are: plot- 
ting revolutions seriously. “More 
often, however; they are just. talk-: 
ing up a lot of dream hopes, Un-. 
easy governments back home 
never know for sure who is in 
earnest and who is just blowing 
off steam. So all the exiles-are a 
constant worry—and there's ¢; per- 
petual “war of nerves” going on 
that is the direct outgrowth of a 
fine ideal born in the battle for 
freedom.

There is another large colony 
of Venezuelan exiles in Ciudad 
Trujillo, Dominican republic.

‘To keep the score even, there 
are quite a few Dominican éxiles 
in Venezuela. From Caracas they 
send out a more or less steady 
stream of anti-Dominican prop- 
aganda.

DUE TO DISEASE 


Refuses to Import Any, 
Despite Scarcity There, 
Because of Infectious 
Ring Rot. 


CHICAGO, April 12 (AP)—A 
nickel for 100 pounds of potatoes 


sounds like a bargain but potato- 
hungry is turning down 
boatioads from the United States 
because of a highly infectious dis- 
ease. 

It is known as bacteriological 
ring rot, which affects most of 
the potato-growing areas in this 
country, Dr. G. B. Ramsey, plant 
pathologist of the United States 
Department of Agriculture reports, 
and there is no known cure. 

The disease does not affect hu- 
man beings but tubers produced 
from diseased plants are never 
suitable for seed and often they 
are unsuitable for table use.

Time Has Shown Faith in Russia’s Intentions

WASHINGTON, April 12 (UP) 
—The second anniversary of the 


death of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
finds his political followers de- 
feated and his peculiarly person- 
alized foreign policies on the bit- 
ter brink of failure, 
His grave has become a shrine 
for millions in the space of 24 
months—so much so that his 
widow was able to report proudly 
that on one holiday more persons 
visited the rose garden where 
Roosevelt is buried than visited 
Mt. Vernon. ° 

Across the land the millions who 
looked to Roosevelt for leader- 
ship, each in his own way, today 
will mourn the anniversary of his 
death. And the millions. who did 
not follow his leadership’ will 
mourn the dead, too. 

However, there will be no agree- 
ment among the bulk of those two 
great groups of Americans on 
what is the legacy Roosevelt left 
his fellow countrymen, The final 
accounting of the man who broke 
all the precedents will wait an- 
other 30 to 50 years, until the 
angers and enthusiasms are dead 
and buried and the record may 
be examined under a cool passion-

Bar Despite Scarcity.

“We don’t have 
foot-and-mouth disease and have 
banned importation of Mexican 
and other Latin American cattle

Dr. Ramsey added that for the 
first time since the disease ap- 
peared in Maine in 1932 and 
spread rapidly through the coun- 
try, there appears hope for a solu- 
tion in a newly developed variety 
of potato which appears to be 
highly resistant to the disease. 

The new variety, called Teton, 
has shown high resistance to ring 
rot in such widely separated areas 
as Maine and Wyoming, although 
it is not yet in commercial use, 

sey said. _ , 

Test plots in Maine revealed the 
Teton had an incidence of 3 per 
cent, while the standard’ Maine 
varieties had 68 and 80 per cent 
disease infection, respectively. 

Difficult to Detect. 


“Ring rot is difficult to detect 
in the early stages,” Ramsey con- 
tinued, “but there is some discol- 
Oration around the vascular tis- 
sues. Then the tissues become 
soft and the affected potato de- 
cays. 

“A few affected potatoes con- 
taminate others, which touch 
them. Seriously infected tubers 
show a creamy yellow, soft, cheesy 
rot just under the skins, and when 
this breaks down it opens the way 
for other diseases. 

“The worst of it is the bacteria 
cling to boxes, bags and cutting 
knives, and get into seed cuttings 
as well as into potatoes in stor- 
age. Ring rot does not live in 


the soil, however.”

Missed Seeing Victory. 
In the two years since his death, 
Roosevelt’s reputation or judg- 
ment has taken some hard bumps. 
He was shy by less than 30 days 
of life enough to witness the first 
installment of victory when Ger- 
many was licked. Four months 
after his death, Japan fell. 
With that triumphant begin- 
ning, the administration of Roose- 
velt’s successor sped head-on into 
defeat in the 1946 Congressional 
elections. The New Deal-Demo- 
cratic coalition created by Roose- 
velt and so often led to victory by 
him proved to be without sound 
foundation, 
This political repudiation of the 
dead -man’s works was accom- 
panied by a worsening of Amer- 
ican, relations with foreign na- 
tions. The late President had 
made foreign policy especially his 
own. He had ambassadors, offi- 
cial and unofficial, and all the 
machinery of government to do 
his bidding. : 
Roosevelt chose to deal directly 
with his opposite numbers in 
China, Great Britain and the So- 
viet Union. He is charged now 
with having failed to pin the 
others down to pre-peace agree- 
‘ments. 


Secret Deals Revealed. 


Time has shown that Roosevelt 
felt compelled to make some secret 
agreements in his discussions with 
the heads of foreign states, Time 
has shown, further, that his confi- 
dence in Russia’s intentions to play 
fair in Europe was not sound, 
If Roosevelt were alive he would 
be on a difficult defensive on some 
major matters of foreign relations. 
The greatest. political power- 
house this country ever saw began 
to collapse shortly after Roosevelt 
died. He created it during the first 
four years of his White House ser- 
vice and it was known as the New 
Deal-Democratic. coalition. 
Roosevelt was able to keep it 
going because all the angry ele- 
ments of which it was composed 
knew he was the best vote-getter 
any party ever had. The Roosevelt 
party extended from the Commu- 
nists to the die-hard conservative 
Democrats of the solid south. It 
had everything, including enough 
votes to maintain Democratic con- 
trol of Congress through the years 
and to elect Roosevelt to a second, 
third and, finally, a fourth term. 
Garner Thrown Out. 
Roosevelt always had in mind to 
turn over that political powerhouse 
to some hand-picked successor—a 
man a little left of center, as was 
Roosevelt. His first move in that 
direction was to order the’ political 


House, bearing the President's 
body toward his special train. 
The polio patients, som: of them 
in their beds out in the bright 
sun, sniffled and sobbed as the 
hearse paused briefly before Geor- 
gia Hall. Battle-hardened troops 
fainted as the funeral procession 
moved toward the train to the 
mournful beat of, muffled drums. 


World Wonders. 

Back in Washington, the new 
President, Harry S. Truman, ner- 
vously went about his first day’s 
duties at the White House. Around 
the world puzzled statesmen of 
foreign nations pondered the ef- 
fect of Roosevelt's death on in- 
ternational affairs. 

American troops on the edge of 
Germany and in the foxholes of 
the Pacific wondered, too. They 
had lost their Commander in Chief 
and gotten a new one who was 
something of a stranger to many 
Americans, 

The next day, the leaders of the 
American government stood with 
the serious new President and 
watched Roosevelt’s casket low- 
ered into a simple grave only a 
few paces from the ancient home 
of his fathers high on the banks 
of the Hudson in New York, 

A few minutes later, the funeral 
was over and a new era in Ameri. 
can history began. 

Many Changes. 

Things have changed a lot in 
the two years since Roosevelt 
died. His home and library at 
Hyde Park, N.Y., have become na- 
tional shrines. 

The Little White House. at 
Warm Springs will be opened to 
the public eventually as a historic 
site. 

Most of Roosevelt’s White House 
staff has disappeared from 1600 
Pennsylvania avenue. William D, 
Hassett, one of President Tru- 
man’s three principal secretaries, 
is the major hold-over at the 
White House from the Roosevelt 
days. 

Maurice C. Latta, executive 
clerk in charge of the White 
House offices, also is a hold-over. 
Latta has been on presidential 
staffs since the time of McKinley. 

“Hackie” Still on Job. 

Stephen T. Early, Roosevelt's 
press secretary, served President 
Truman as a special assistant for 
a brief period before becoming a 
vice president of Pullman, Inc. 
Grace Tully, Roosevelt’s confiden- 
tial secretary, is now executive 
secretary of the Roosevelt Memo- 
rial Association. 

One of the late President’s 
stand-bys still holds her same post 
at the White House—chief tele- 
phone operator Louisa Hachmeis- 
ter. “Hackie” is as valuable to 
President Truman as she was to 
Roosevelt. She personally handles 
virtually all of ther President's 
telephone calls. 

But even though “F.D.R.” has 
been dead for two years, reporters 
in the White House press room 
still stumble occasionally when 
dictating to their offices and say, 
“President Roosevelt today — ex- 
cuse it, please—President Truman

HOUSING PROGRAM 


Goal of Home for Every Fam- 
ily Years Away—War Dam- 
age Not Yet Repaired. 


LONDON, April 12 (AP)—Brit- 
ain’s “squatters” have disappeared 
from the headlines, but the plight 
of the homeless lingers on. 

A cure has been planned in a 
vast housing program, but only a 
beginning has been made. It will 
take years, even by optimistic esti- 
mates, to complete the project and 


‘provide the cure—a home for ev- 


ery family. Meantime, the need 


remains desperate. 

The Government has launched a 
vast housing program with an ob- 
jective of 300,000 new homes in 
1947 and more to come. 

During six war years British 
home building virtually stopped. 
Hitler’s bombs came and 200,000 
houses were destroyed, 250,000 se- 
riously damaged, 4,000,000 less 
damaged. The immediate need, 
the Government said, is for 1,250,- 
000 houses—750,000 to provide every 
family with a separate home, 500,- 
000 to replace substandard dwell- 
ings. he present rate of popula- 
tion growth indicates a need for 
5,000,000 dwellings in the next 
10 to 20 years. 

The objective of the 1947 pro- 
gram is to build 240,000 permanent 
and 60,000 temporary homes — 
which would place more than 
three-fifths of the present home- 
seekers in separate dwellings and 
would increase to 450,000 the num- 
ber of homes built since the end 
of the war.

CENTRALIA MINE DISASTER 


By ROBERT E. HANNON of the PICTURES Staff 


N MINE NO. 5 of the Centralia Coal Company near Centralia, Illi- 
nois, 142 grimy men labored far ound. At 3:27 p.m., a 
half hour before quitting time, a frightening rumble rolled through 
the tunnels and into the drifts. Searing tongues of flame shot through 
gloomy, dust-choked corridors. Electric lights out, ventilating 
fans ceased their life-preserving, rhythmic whirr. Death, in the form 
of carbon monoxide fomen: swirled through the dark passageways. 
The men working close to the elevator shaft got to the surface 
quickly and spread an alarm. Night-shift miners, dressing for work, 
hurriedly went below ground, brouglt up a few unconscious men. 
Then began the tragic period of waiting that follows every coal 
mine accident in which men are Mothers, fathers, brothers, 
sisters, sons, daughters, wives and sweethearts gathered at the tipple, 
hopeful and ae As hours dragged into days the 
their anxious vigil while rescue squads worked fratitically in the gas-

filled labyrinth below. Hope gradually waned as body after body 
was brought out. There were 111 dead; only 31 survived. 

The Centralia blast reverberated throughout the nation. To 
mourn the victims of the country’s worst mine disaster in 19 years, 
John L. Lewis, president of the United Mine Workers’ union, called 
on 400,000 miners to stop work during Holy Week. At the end of the 
mourning period, yf miners refused to go back to the pits until the 
Government certified them as safe. 

Chatges of official laxity and company neglect followed the 
blast’s dying echoes. Even the implications of a political shake- 
down entered the picture, As several investigations to determine 
cause and fix responsibility for the disaster opened, the director of the 
Illinois De ent of Mines resigned. 

Records disclosed that: A year ago a union committee of four 
miners—three of whom were killed—had appealed to Governor 


Alfredo Pollacci, a miner for more than 50 of his 69 
years, was one of the oldest men killed in the disaster.

In its present contract with 
the Government, the union obtained its long-sought welfare fund, de- 
signed to aid miners and their families, but soft coal mine operators 
have said they would not continue the fund when the mines are 
returned to them July 1. Nominally the Centralia mine, as others in 
the soft coal industry, has been run by the Government since last 
May 29. Actually its owners remained in control, as did owners of 
other mines “seized” by the Government.

ICKETS paraded before telephone exchanges 
last week in the first nationwide telephone 
strike. The walkout of 294,000 unionized em- 
loyes of the American Telephone and Telegraph 
mpany and its subsidiary operating companies 
cut. long distance service by at least 80 per cent. 
Thirteen-million manually-operated telephones that 
require switchboard operators ceased to function 
except for emergencies. An additional 18-million sets 
were dial telephones that would work until mechan- 
ical breakdowns necessitated services of main- 
tenance men. 

The dispute that led to the strike began two 
months ago when negotiations started between the 
unions and the companies. On one side were 
A. T. & T. and its huge Bell System network of 
21 ope subsidiaries with 100-million miles of 
wire. On the other were 39 unions affiliated with 
the National Federation of Telephone Workers, an 
independent labor organization. Early last month 
negotiations bogged down; NFTW members voted 


overwhelmingly to strike at 6 a.m. last Monday. 

Meanwhile, the dispute narrowed down to two 
basic issues: The union’s demands for industry- 
wide bargaining, and a general $12 weekly wage 
increase. Through industry-wide bargaining, the 


- union hoped to concentrate its bargaining power; 


on the wage demand, it contended telephone wages 
had “ks far behind those in other industries.

It also officially ended 19 months 
of bloody revolt against Dutch rule by a large segment of 
Indonesia‘s 80,000,000 people.

OUGH, powerful, the Coast Guard icebreaker North- 
wind smashed a path in the Antarctic for a group of 
ships of the latest Byrd expedition. Day after day, it 

forged through a succession of frozen barriers that aver- 
aged eight feet in thickness. At times, the going was foot 
by foot for the thick-hulled vessel on which three Navy 
supply ships and a submarine depended for a passage 
through the pack ice. 

At full speed, 12 to 14 knots, the 10,000-horsepower 
Northwind would charge its enemy. As bow propellers 
sucked out water from underneath the ice to weaken the 
pack’s support, the charge would send the Northwind slid- 
ing part of its length onto the barrier. If the weight was 
not enough to break through, the ship would be rocked 
from side to side by rapid shifting of water ballast, until 
ice underneath gave oe 

After a passage had been opened from one stretch 
of open water to the next, the Northwind would return to its 
less-rugged wards, guide them cautiously through the float- 
ing chunks. When ice quickly re-formed around the other 
ships, the Northwind ed close to free them. 

_ The ramming operation was repeated again and again 
through 300-to-400 miles of ice world, until the expedition 
reached its destination, the Bay of Whales.
